Aldermen Vote 
$180,000 for 

Incinerator 

To Be Located on City Land in 
Newton Highlands 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night an appro- 
priation of $l.sn,000 was made for tin' 
construction at Eliot street. New’ton 
Highlands, of an incinerator in wiiich 
will be burned the rulibish, and proii- 
•ildy the garbage of Newton. This 
structure will be located on land 
owned by tlie city, part of w’hich is 
now occupied by Imildings of the 
Street Department. Before the meet- 
ing, a long conference was lield by the 
Aldermen and Buildings Commission- 
er Hagemunn. during w'lilch the lat- 
ter explained the details of the pro- 
posed incinerator. 

The large rulililsh and garbage 
burner is one of the projects author- 
ized liy tlie PWA. It has been 
planned to ask the Aldermen to ap- 
propriate $200,000 for this structure, 
but this amount w'as reduced on May- 
or Weeks’ recommendation to $180,000. 
Of this sum $150,000 w’ill be expended 
in building and equipping the incin- 
erator and the other $30,000 is for 
architects’ fees, supervision costs and 
incidentals. .Metcalf & Eddy of Bos- 
ton, consulting engineers, w’ill have 
charge of the construction of the in- 
cinerator, This company also had 
charge of the construction of the high 
level sewer at Newton recently. 

It is planned to operate the Incln 
erator 24 hours dally, from Monday 
morning until Saturday night. Tlie 
combustllile rulililsh burned is ex- 
pected to create sufficient heat lo 
consume garbage W’ithout causing any 
disagreealile odors or smoke. It is es 
timated that it w'ill take about four 
hours for the incinerator to reach a 
degree of heat high enough to prop- 
erly burn garliage. 

Of the 17 .-Mdermen present on Mon- 
day night, 15 voted for the appropria- 
tion. Aldermen Temperley and Uro- 
nin, who have consistently been op- 
posed to this project, voted against 
the appropriation. Alderman Sproat, 
who had been opposed to the Incin 
erator previously, because he believed 
the money could better be expended 
on projects which would afford em- 
ployment to many more men, voted 
with the majority. He stated that in 
asmuch as the incinerator appropria- 
tion was assured, he would not op- 
pose it further.

Ray C. Van Arsdale of 597 Walnut 
st., Newtonville. who was injured on 
June 2Stli, when his airplane crashed 
at Barnstable, died at the Cape Cod 
Hospital, Hyannls. the following day. 
June 29tli. His injuries were not sup- 
posed to ho fatal, but an embolism 
developed. He was born in New York. 
45 years ago, graduated from Hyde 
Park high school, and then spent eight 
years in Europe.

Rep. Brown Of 
Billerica to Run 
For Sheriff 

Prominent Legislator is Well- 
Known War Veteran 

Harry Dunlap Brown. Republican 
floor leader of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives and widely 
known World War veteran, this week 
nnnounced liis candidacy for the Re- 
publican nomination for Sheriff of Mid- 
dlesex County. 

Representative Brown is one of the 
outstanding Republicans in the county 
and only recently a petition was signed 
by virtually all Republican members 
of the House of Representatives urg- 
ing Gov. Ely to appoint him as Sheriff 
to fill tlie iTicnncy caused hv the death 
of Sheriff John R. Fairhairn. 

Representative Brown has been a 
member of the Legislature since 1929 
and at the beginning of the 1934 ses- 
sion was appointed Republican fioor 
leader liy Speaker Leverett Saltonsiall 
and is ranking member of the House 
Rules Committee under Speaker Sal- 
tonstall. He lias served on most of 
tlie important committee.s in the Leg- 
islature and is well known and popu- 
lar among liis colleagues. 

Mr. Brown liad a brilliant record in 
tlie World War. being promoted in 
France by the regulars from First 
I-ieutemint to Captain, retiring witli 
tlie latter rank. He was trice wound- 
ed in action overseas and served in 
all major engagements with the ISth 
Infantry of the Ist Division, Regulars. 

Representative Brown is 42 years 
of age, a native of the city of Lowell, 
where he was educated in local 
schools. Ih‘ was graduated from the 
Mas.sacliusctts State College in 1914 
and has been active in all affairs con- 
nected with the college. He Is a 
meniher of tlie Board of Directors of 
tlie Associate .\Iumni, president of 
tho Middlesex County Group of .\liini- 
nl. and a trustee of the Middlesex 
County Extension Serdee. 

He is also a past commander of 
Harold W. Esiey Post, No. 268, .\nier- 
lean Legion, of Billerica, and presi- 
dent of tlio Billerica Business M«m’s 
Association. Prior to entering the 
Legislature he served on tlie Board 
of I’ubllc Welfare in Billerica for two 
yt'urs. 

He is married and has two dill 
dr«‘n.

A meeting of the Newton Board 
^if Aldf'rmen wa.s held on Monday 
night Thl.s meeting, advertl.sod to 
.-tart at 7.45, coninienfred about nine 
o’clock. Two important matters w'ere 
on the docket. One was the creation 
ut an important new office — Director 
of Public. Works; the other was thr 
appropriation of $180,000 for the erec- 
tion of an Incinerator at Newton 
Higliland.s. 

Thf ofilf- of Director of Public 
Works was recommended by Mayor 
Weeks who held a conference with 
(lie Aldermen on this matter on Mon- 
day. Juno 25th. The new official will 
be the executive with control of the 
Street Department, Water Depart- 
ment and Engineering Department. 
The heads of these three depart 
nients will be under his direction 
and control. The Mayor told the 
Aldermen that he is confident the 
new office will result in improving the 
efilclency of the department.s affect 
ed. and will cause large savings in 
the operating costs of these depart- 
ments. 

Practically all the discussion re- 
garding the creation of this office 
and the important bearing it will 
have on the activities of the city gov- 
ernment was conducted In private 
by the Board of Aldermen In the se- 
crecy of a committee room. Tlie dis- 
cussion in the open meeting was con- 
fined to a question regarding the le- 
gal aspect of this matter by Alder- 
man Cronin of Ward 4 (Auburndale). 
and doubt cast on the alleged bene- 
fits to result from the consolidation; 
the doubter being Alderman Temper- 
ley of Ward 5, (Upper Falls mem- 
ber). 

Mr. Temperley said he would like 
to vote for the ordinance creating 
tlie new office, but he could not do 
so until he had more information to 
convince him that it will result in 
the advantages claimed for it. He 
fommented that Mayor Week.s at the 
conference with the Alderman the 
preceding week had stated the new 
office will result in the saving to the 
city of from $50,000 to $100,000. Teni- 
perley said this would be great if 
true, but the Director of Public 
Works will have to be some “cliisel- 
ler” to save such an amount after the 
arefiil pruning of expenditures which 
the Mayor had announced as having ' 
been done in his inaugural add. - ss 
last January. He invited some mem- 
ber of tlie Board to go into details 
regarding the alleged .savings to be 
accomplished, and he commented that 
the first official knowledge he had of 
the proposed change was one week 
before, at the conference, although 
rumors of the change have been ex- 
tant for month.s. 

Alderman Gallagher of Ward 1. 
who seems to feel that it is his spe- 
cial duty to enlighten Temperley 
whenever the latter asks for informa- 
tion. told the Ward 5 Alderman that 
tlio centering of supervision of tho 
departments involved under one head, 
will result in large savings in the 
purchase of supplies, and will also 
save much money for the taxpayers 
by eliminating tearing up of streets 
liy one department after another de- 
partment has resurfaced these streets. 
Gallagher did not go into financial de- 
tails. Temperley slated that if the 
condition referred to. lack of proper 
co-operation lietween departments, has 
lieen prevalent in the past, it did not 
show efficient supervision. 

•Mderman Cronin called attention to 
Section 5 of the City Charter which 
roads — “But no ordinance consolidat- 
ing the street department, the water 
department or the public buildings 
department herein provided for. or 
either of them with either of the 
others, shall take effect unless rati- 
fied l)y file voters of said city at the 
city election next following the pas- 
sage of said ordinance.” 

Cronin expressed the opinion that 
tlio ordinance, in conformity with this 
section of tho City Charter, will have 
to he ratified by the voters at the 
next city election. City Solicitor 
Bartlett ruled that Cronin’s point was 
not well taken. Bartlett contended 
that there is no consolidation of the 
departments; merely a director is be- 
ing placed over them for supervisory 
purposes. All of the Aldermen 
present, with the exception of Teni- 
perley. voted to pass the ordinance 
creating tlie new olfice. 

No official statement, or intimation 
has lieen given regarding the re- 
ipieiii of the new office. Many ru- 
mors have been circulating about the 
ity as lo whom the Director of Uiil)- 
llc Works will be. The rumor most 
prevalent the past few weeks by those 
who think they are politically wise. 
nnm< a present ilepartment head us 
quite likely to be the appolnioe.

JUNIOR GIRLS TITLE- 
SETS UNUSUAL RECORD 

Last year Elena CIccone of New- 
ton Centre won the younger girls’ 
singles tennis championship at Long- 
wood and last week she won the old- 
er girls’ title to gain recognition as 
New England’s leading feminine 
court prospect and Mass, junior girls’ 
tennis champion.

First Middlesex District 


COMING CAMPAIGN CONTESTS 

Already it is conceded that the September primaries will 
be of considerable interest in Newton. An exceedingly interest- 
ing campaign is in prospect for the Republican nomination for 
sheriff of Middlesex County to fill the office left vacant by the 
death of the popular John Fairbairn. Present indications are 
that there will be a number of candidates in the field. The 
entrance of Rep. Harry Brown of Billerica into the field is of 
considerable importance. Rep. Brown is a prominent legislator, 
and a well-known war veteran with many qualifications. In 
the past two years we have come to know him very well and 
believe that the Republican party could make no better choice 
than to elect him to that office. 

Another contest which already is of considerable local im- 
portance is that for the office of Governor’s Councillor from 
the third district. The present incumbent, Mrs. Esther Andrews 
of Brookline, is retiring after ten years’ service. Miss Margaret 
McGill of Newtonville is a candidate for the office and although 
she will have considerable opposition there will be no better 
qualified candidate. For many years Miss McGill was a pop- 
ular teacher in the Newton High School and since has met with 
success in wider fields. She is well-known throughout Middle- 
sex County as well as in the Councillor district through her ac- 
tivities in connection with the Mass. Women’s Republican Club 
of which she is Middlesex County Chairman. 

There is considerable time yet for candidates to enter the 
fields for various nominations but these two contests have al- 
ready reached the point where the selection is outstanding. 


THE LEGISLATURE PROROGUES 

Last Saturday morning, in the wee small hours, the 1934 
session of the Massachusetts Legislature prorogued. Featured 
in the closing hours was an extended debate as to whe^er or 
not the members were entitled to a third restoration of the pay 
reduction of the previous year or but one-sixth as ruled by 
the attorney-general. The entire wrangle on the part of a tew 
is open to considerable criticism on the part of the public. Al- 
though one fullv acquainted with the situation might ap- 
preciate the principle which was at issue we are glad to record 
that a large majority were willing to accept the mistake and 
take their medicine. 

Considerable has been said and written to the effect that 
the legislative session just concluded was the least constructive 
of anv in many years — or perhaps ever in this state. Here again 
one fully acquainted with the facts can point to numerous pieces 
3 f desirable legislation which were of considerable importance. 
While it is true that the Legislature refused to countenance 
a unified police bill, biennial sessions, and other important 
measures included on the credit side of the ledger are the 
milk-control board, important changes in banking laws, a min- 
imum wage law, and many other affirmative acts as well as the 
defeat of certain costly expenditures which would work to the 
further disadvantage of the tax-paying public. 


Under The Gilded 
Dome 

The 1934 session of the Great and 
General Court of Massachusetts came 
to an end at 4:15 last Saturday morn- 
ing after an all-night session. With 
agreement on the pari-mutuel hill to 
legalize betting at horse and dog rac- 
ing and alMO on the bill establishing 
a milk-control board having been 
reached early in the day on Friday it 
was anticipated that the evening ses- 
sion would not ht- of any great length. 
Efforts, to rfctify a previous mistake 
regarding the salary of members oi 
the Legislature invoked a three-hour 
debate. 

Nearly three months afeo the Legis- 
lature had enacted a bill re.storlng one- 
third of the reduction made a year ago 
in the salaries of state and county em- 
ployees, including members of both 
till! House and Senate. Early in June 
the attorney general was a.sked to rule 
upon the bill which restored the pay 
cuts as of April first and last week it 
was revealed that his reply was to 
the effect that the Legislature was en- 
titled to receive one-sixth of the r(*8- 
toratlon insteail of one-third. Regular 
employees had been reduced last year 
under a bill effective April first 
whereas members of tlie Legislature 


had cut their pay back to the begin- 
ning of the term in January. When the 
supplementary budget was reported 
last Friday evening Rep. C. F. Nelson 
Pratt of Saugus introduced an amend- 
ment to correct the situation, main- 
taining that it was the intent of the 
majority of the members to restore 
their own reduction equally with oth- 
er employees. At that time there was 
a fair-sized minority against any res- 
toration wliich included Representa- 
tives Baker, Brimhlecom and Luit- 
wieler of Newton. 

Representative Pratt sought suspci 
sion of one rule after another in order 
to get the amendment before the 
House. He finally was granted special 
leave by the majority of members of 
the House to Introduce a new hill. 
The hill was referred to the Hon 
Committee on Rules over which 
Speaker Saltonstall presides. The 
House then took a reee.ss while -lo 
committee held a hearing at wliic 1- 
several spoke in favor of tlie propo.sal 
while others argued that if the Legis- 
lature had made a mistake that it 
would he better to forget the entire 
matter. Witli the Rule.s Committee n 
porting that the Pratt hill ought not 
to be admitted and with a four-fifths 
vote necessary to overturn the report 
that mutter finally went to roll-call. 
The proposal was defeated by a vot* 
of 153 to 13 although a standing vole 
showed a slight majority in favor of 
the plan to restore two-thirds ot lh<* 
reduction. During the evening Rej). 
l*ratt hu<^ even gone to the office of 


As Robert M. Washburn would say, 
in his political column in the Boston 
Transcript, — the theme song for this 
week la the First Middlesex Senator 
lal District and the rumblings therein 
Two months ago the situation was 
a hit confusing. Sen. Arthur W. Hoi- 
j is. of Newton, had been unable to de- 
cide whether or not to run for u 
fourth consecutive term. At the same 
lime, a substantial boom for Charles 
Francis Adams, of Framingham, was 
making considerable headway. For 
the benefit of those who might be un- 
der misapprehension, Mr. Adams is 
the First National Stores and Boston 
Bruins’ executive, and not the former 
Secretary of the Navy, who lives in 
Concord. Those who are on the in- 
side have always understood that Mr. 
Adams graciously stepped to one side 
In the fall of 1932. when Sen. Hollis 
was anxious to have a third term. 
This year the Western end of the sen- 
atorial district proposed to put Ad- 
ams across, and it seemed like a fair- 
ly simple matter. Like other men of 
substance in Framingham and envi- 
rons. Adams could have counted on 
substantial support from the voters of 
Newton, Including several of our lead- 
ing politicians. Then late In the 
Spring came the withdrawal of Ad- 
ams on account of his health. The 
path seemed to be cleared for Hollis, 
but — and this is a very big but — the 
Western section of the district was 
not satisfied. It felt that Newton had 
hogged the senatorial job long enough; 
In fact, longer than precedent war- 
ranted. Political leaders in that lo- 
cality proceeded to look about for a 
candidate to replace C. F. Adams. Sev- 
eral prominent and popular men of 
affairs were considered; at least one 
of them might defeat Hollis, but at 
this writing no one has jumped Into 
the fray. 

Much may happen, of course, be- 
tween now and August 14, the closing 
day for the filing of nomination pa- 
pers. There is a fair possibility that 
Hollis will secure a renomination witli- 
out a contest, but I have my doubts. 
Here is the reason: 

For many years. Republican stra- 
tegy has called for a fair division of 
honors between East and West in the 
senatorial district. About twenty-five 
years ago the Republicans in our neck 
ot the woods grew greedy; the West- 
ern section resented it, became ram- 
bunctious, and proceeded to vote for 
a Democrat, — the Honorable James H. 
Vahey, of Watertown, who was elected 
for the years 1907 and 1908. Water- 
town is not at present in tliis district, 
which was redivided some year.s ago. 
.Now it is distinctly within the realm 
of possibility that this unpleasant ex- 
perience for the G. O. P. will be re- 
peated this year. 

Let us now look at our political 
history. An exhaustive research re- 
veals the following facts; Beginning 
with the year 1900, the Eastern sec- 
tion of the district has held the sena- 
torshlp twenty-one years, the Western 
section fourteen years. That is a 60 to 
40 per cent ratio exactly. Newton has 
held the position seventeen years. Wa- 
tertown four, with the following men: 
William F. Dana (Rep.), 1904-1906, in- 
clusive: the late George H. Ellis 
(Rep.), 1915-1916; Judge Thomas 

Weston (Rep.), 1919-1920; the late Ab- 
bott B. Rice (Rep.), 1923-1926. inclu- 
sive; and the present Incumbent. 


Arthur W. Hollis. 1929-1934, Inclusive. 
All of these men lived in Newton. Wa 
tertown held the position 1902-1903 
with Henry R. Skinner (Rep.), and In 
1907-1908, ns referred to above, with 
Mr. Vahey. While it is true that the 
Manual of the General Court for those 
years listed Vahey as "R. 1. D." — in- 
dicating that he was Republican. In- 
dependent and Democrat, all wrapped 
up in one, — the cold, hard facts are, 
of course, that Mr. Vahey was a life- 
long Democrat. 

Now turn to the Western section. 
Natick has held the senatorship 
seven years, ns follows: 1901, William 
Nutt (Rep.): 1909-1912, inclusive. Hen- 
ry C. Mulligan (Rep.); 1921-1922, Wil- 
liam J. Naphen (Rep.). Framingham, 
which Is acting coyly at the present 
time, has held the position only four 
years: 1913,1914, Frederick H. Hil- 
ton (Rep.); 1917-1918, James E. Mac- 
Pherson (Rep.). Marlboro has had 
but one senator. 1927-1928, Edward T. 
Slmonenu, The little town of Ash 
land, near Fri\mlngham. hud the sen- 
ator in 1900, Albert H. Flay (Dem.). 

Statistics of this nature are some- 
what dry, but the point I wish to 
make is this: Taking the period as a 
whole, our section has held the sen- 
utorship three years out of every five. 
If, however, we consider the period 
from 1923 to date, twelve years, we 
find that the East has held the posi- 
tion ten years out of twelve, and that 
we now propose to hold it another 
two years. Just exactly what would 
you and I do if we happened to live 
In the Western part of the district 
and were confronted by this situation? 
Would we endeavor to cajole the sit- 
ting senator into abdicating (as has 
been done unsuccessfully to date)? 
Would we get busy and select the 
strongest possible opponent from our 
end of the district to oppose the 
Senator? Or w’ould we do what the 
Western Republicans did in 1907,- 
bolt the ticket and cast our votes for 
a perfectly respectable Democrat? 
This is a hard question. Party lines 
are not holding very tightly, and it 
Is becoming increasingly popular 
everywhere to consider the merits and 
the records of Individuals rather than 
to worry about their party affiliations. 
Whether or not this is a good sign is 
beside the point. I am merely sug- 
gesting that what happened in 1907- 
1908 could happen far more easily in 
1935. 

Senator Hollis is reticent in speak- 
ing of his own record, wliich Includes 
an impressive list of committee as- 
signments. as follows: Municipal Fl- 
iiunce. Metropolitan Affairs, Chairman 
of Mercantile Affairs, and four years 
service on the Rules Committee, 
known as the President’s Cabinet. 

Hollis seldom files a bill but he is 
vitally interested in the problem of 
highway safety and has labored un- 
ceasingly for years with a view to 
decreasing the number of autoniolille 
accidents. In ten years on Beacon 
Hill — four in the House and six in 
the Senate — he has not missed a sin- 
gle roll-call. 

In closing, I am sorry to say that 
the more one roams about the high- 
ways and byways of politics, the more 
one speculates about the successful 
application of the Golden Rule. Ac- 
cording to a good many politicians, 
it seems to run somewhat in this 
fashion: “Do others as they would 
do you, only do ft first!’’

Governor Ely in an effort to enlist his 
.support but tlie governor refused to 
intervene. 

In the mass of legislation enacted 
in the final hours one of the most 
important measures was the supple- 
mentary budget bill fixing the State 
tax this year at an even $10,000,000, 
Tlie hill reported by the Ways and 
Means Committee reduced by a quar- 
T.-r of a million the tax recommended 
in tlie governor’s mes.sage. It provid- 
ed for a diversion of $10,000,000 from 
Hu? higliway fund to the general fund 
in an effort to reduce the gross Slate 
lax. Repre.sentativo Harold E. Cole 
of Taunton sought to prevent Hie di- 
vtirsion of the gasoline tax receipts 
hut received little support. The re- 
duction of the quarter of a million 
of dollars was made possible by the 
dufeat of the police bill, the governor’s 
veto of the bill reducing the hours 
of labor of State and county penal 
<?niployees, a reduction of $45,000 in 
appropriations for extraordinary ex- 
penses of the executive department, 
a reduction of $50,000 in tlie item for 
development of State forests und a 
t ilt of $10,000 In the motor regl.stry 
department. 

The L(?giKluture enacted a hill ex- 
tending Hie powers of the commission 
i>n interstate compacts with a view 
to making ugreenients wlHi other 
Slates on uniform labor legislation, 
particularly a minimum wage law 
which WHS recently passed liy the 
Mass. Legislature. The House killed 
a hill providing for a run-off primary 
for mayor of Boston und the Senate 
rejected a hill permitting the ('oniniis- 
sloner of Public Safety to appoint ten 
edditionul State detectives. The 
Hoiiso sustained the Governor in his 
veto of the hill reducing from sixty 
to forty-eight the weekly hours of 
labor of employees of State und coun- 
ty penal institiitiuns. The House also 
upheld the Governor In his veto of a 
hill estuhlishing a hoard for the rogu- 
luHun of hair-dressing und of a hill 
lo regulate the manufacture und sale 
of mattresses, other articles of bed- 
ding und upholstered furniture. 

During the evening Governor Ely 
signed many measures. Among the 
most important of these was the pari- 


mutuel bill. An emergency preamble 
was attached to the hill to make it 
effective immediately in an attempt to 
forestall an initiative and referendum 
petition liy opponents of the hill. It 
was reported, however, that the emer- 
gency preamble would not prevent 
such action. The Governor signed 
the important milk control bill con- 
taining a price-fixing provision al- 
though ho had intimated that he 
would seek the removal of this power. 
He also signed Uio bill requiring fire 
apparatus lo come to a full stop at a 
red traffic light on responding to 
alarms and to then proceed with cau- 
tion. He had recommended that the 
hill he changed to permit the appara- 
tu.s to continue regardless of the lights 
and traffic regulations. 

There were a score of other hills 
which the Governor signed during the 
evening of more or less Importanci?. 
Thus Hio I..egi8lature closed its work 
utter nearly six months of rather cun- 
Hnuoutj action. .^Ithough it is said 
that the Legislature has rejected 
many important proposals before It 
there is still considerable legislation 
enacted on the credit side of the 
ledger and still more undesirable leg- 
islation that has been defeated after 
lengthy hattles. Outstanding of course 
are the ehangos in the bunking laws 
guurunleoing deposits in savings und 
co-operative hanks, and also making it 
Imposslhh* for sucli situations as Hu? 
.Medford Trust Go, to reoccur. An- 
oHier important new law gives liope 
of real progress in tho way of re- 
ducing the dangers of grade cro.sslngs. 
Still another law provides for tho re- 
moval of cases of minor Infractions 
of Hie uiitoinobile laws from the dls- 
trl(;t courts. Under now legislation 
persons buying guns or rilles must 
reglHler with Hie dealer who must 
forward their names to Hie Gommis- 
slonor of iMihllc Safety. And tliere 
are nuineroiis uHiers in tho somo 360 
mutters wlil(?h received tho approval 
of lioHi Inuriclies of tho General 
Gourt and Hu? Governor. P'lve vetoes 
of special liills iiecamo law witiiuut 
Governor Ely’s signature when both 
brunches voted by more than u two- 
thirds majority Hiut the legislation 
was desirable. 


About Town

The Registrar of Motor Vehicles. 
Morgan Ryan. Is constantly exhorting 
the autoists of Massachusetts to drive 
more carefully, with less speed and ir. 
a sober condition In order that the 
large number of fatal accidents may 
be lessened. The (Governor has add- 
ed his plea to that of the Registrar. 
The other day President Roosevelt ap- 
pealed to the nation for cooperation 
in decreasing the shuighter by auto- 
mobiles. Despite all the pleas made 
for safe and sane operation of motor 
vehicles the killings and malmlngs by 
automobiles constantly Increase. 

What is the answer? Increased speed 
in cars. Faster liusses and bigger 
trucks on the roads. Ignoring of 
traffic laws by many autoists. Fixing 
of cases by police all over the coun- 
try under temptations of bribes and 
pressure by influential citizens and 
politicians. Offenders who are 
brought into courts found not guilty, 
their cases placed on file or given 
suspended fines and penalties, even 
in undeserving cases by judges who 
have the “good-fellow" complex. Of- 
fenders who are found guilty in lower 
courts freed by action of district at- 
torneys’ offices in the nol pressing 
of cases, or by inferior types of jur- 
ors who can be reached. Just how 
many more thousands of Americans 
must be killed, how many more homes 
saddened before determined action 
will he taken in Massachusetts and 
the nation stop this senseless, un- 
necessary form of slaughter? 


The practice of double parking or 
stopping of automobiles on streets 
has been on the increase in Newton 
and elsewhere. It is a common cause 
of accidents. Truck drivers should 
not be permitted to block streets be- 
cause they cannot find parking space 
nearby next to the curb. And as for 
drivers of passenger cars who park 
double because they are too lazy to 
walk a couple of hundred feet, such 
persons, be they male or female, high- 
brow or lowbrow, should be summoned 
into court and fined.

Cunard and White 
Star Lines Merge 


British Steamship Companies 
Combine 


On July Ifll the Cunard SteaniBhip 
Company, Ltd. and the White Star 
Line joined forces under the new name 
Cunard White Star Limited. For 
many months negotiations have been 
leading up to the amalgamation of 
the two greatest steamship companies 
under the British flag. The two com- 
panies will he operated under one 
general head yet It Is planned to have 
them maintain an Individuality and 
the ships of the tw'o great fleets will 
sail, each under Its own house flag. 

Under the consolidation Sir Percy 
K. Bates will hold the position of 
chairman of the Cunard White Star 
Limited, having with him as joint 
managers and directors S. J. Lister, 
former Manager of the Cunard Line 
and A. A. Cauty, former Manager of 
the White Star Line. Robert H. Blake 
will be resident representative of the 
consolidated line In the United States. 
In Foston, Charles Stewart, since 
July 1909 agent for the Cunard Line 
at this port, will remain as agent 
for New England, while Charles C. 
Dasey, for many years Passenger Man- 
ager here will remain In that ca- 
pacity. The freight department of the 
consolidated companies will be under 
the charge of M. L. Kennedy. 

All business of the combined Lines. 
In New England will, in the future, be 
transacted through the otflces at 33 
State street, where for several years 
the Cunard Lines have been located, 
both for passenger and freight busi- 
ne.ss. Under the present plans of the 
Cunard White Star Limited, the Bos- 
ton service will be upheld as ade- 
quately as in the past. The popular 
Cunard steamers. Scythia. Laconia and 
Franconia will continue to run in and 
out of Boston, docking at the Cunard 
Pier, East Boston. The Britannia and 
Georglc of the White Star fleet will 
continue coming in to Commonwealth 
Pier. 

Under the consolidation of the tw'o 
lines, the fleet of trans-Atlantic steam- 
ers will have the two largest steam- 
ers afloat, the White Star Line Ma- 
jestic and the Cunard Liner Beren- 
garia. The combined fleet of 25 mod- 
ern ships will have a total gross 
reslster of 616,000 tons, by far the 
largest fleet of passenger vessels on 
the North Atlantic. The new com- 
pany, which is capitalized at 10,000,- 
000 pounds sterling, will continue the 
construction of the new super-liner 
begun by the Cunard Line and up to 
the present known only as "Number 
534” wiiich will be ready for launch- 
ing on September 26, next. 

The Cunard Line, founded by Sam- 
uel Cunard. a Halifax merchant and 
ship owner with a vision, has been 
carrying passengers and merchandise 
across the Atlantic since 1840 w’hen 
the steamer Britannia steamed out 
of Liverpool, the first steamship to 
sail in a regular service in the trans- 
Atlantic trade. Since that time the 
Cunard Line has held to its service 
continuously with no break except for 
a short period during the World War 
when the Boston service w’as tem- 
porarily halted, to be resumed at the 
close of hostilities. The White Star 
Line was established in 1870 and be- 
gan operating steamers into Boston 
in 1904. 

Charles Stew’art, agent for the Cun- 
ard Line, Anchor Line and the An- 
chor-Donaldson Lines in Boston, now 
becomes agent for the consolidated 
Line in New England. He is one of 
the best known steamship men along 
the entire Atlantic seaboard. After an 
extensive experience with the Atlantic 
Transport Line, later with the Atlas 
Line service of the Hamburg-American 
Line, he came to the Cunard on July 
5. 1909. 

Charles C. Dasey, Passenger Man- 
ager, for many years conducted a gen- 
eral steamship agency in Boston and 
from 1913 to 1918 was Consul tor the 
Netherlands. Charles V. Dasey and 
Son, ihe firm of which his father was 
head, became agents for the Anchor 
Line, and the Donaldson Line, and 
when the lines consolidated with the 
Cunard Line, Charles C. Dasey be- 
came Passenger Manager for the con- 
solidated lines in New England, and 
will remain as Passenger Manager 
under the new consolidation. 

Under the consolidation several 
members of the Boston Office of the 
former White Star Line will now join 
forces with the Cunard White Star 
Limited. Percy A. Dodge, who for 
43 years has been affiliated with the 
White Star here, as Passenger Agent 
now’ becomes affiliated with the new 
company. Others from the passenger 
department are Tyler E. Carpenter, 
James J. Cronin, while from the 
freight department C. D. Turcotte and 
W. E. Russel, will come to the new 
company.

A one hundred-foot pier with a 
diving platform at the end; canoes, 
row-boats, sall-hoats, a shell and a 
catamaran canoe; all these are ready 
for the Scout of Norumbega Council, 
Inc., Roy Scouts of .America tills sum- 
mer. 

And those are simply items of wa- 
ter-front equipment which the Camp 
has.

Old English Sheep Dogs 

Among Best for Herding 

If the choice of a doi: rested sole- 
ly on the density of Its coat, the lemrfh 
.if Its hair ami the anln. il’s Immnnlty 
to eohl weather, the flr.st choice nat- 
urally would h’e the Did English sheep 
tlog. writes Albert .'<toll In the Detroit 
News. 

For liere we have a breed that Is "all 
wool and a yard wide," rr'inimllng one 
of a Shropsldre sheep that needs 
shearing. He may possess heantlfiil, 
Intelligent eyi's and an expri'sslve face, 
but yon are unable to determine this 
onlll the long hair is lifted from Its 
tnee. 

But with It nil the Old English 
sheep dog will match any other breed 
ns a companion, watchdog and faith- 
ful frlcnil. 

This is the breed of dog.s over wliloh 
much controver.<y has waged regard- 
ing its tail, .^onie authorities main- 
tain that continued docking of its tall 
tlirough the ages has resulted In pro- 
ducing a tailless dog and that many 
of the pii|)|des are liorn w’ithoiit tails. 

Blol(»gists scoiT at ‘tills and point 
out that we cannot breed tailless dogs 
In this manner any more than we 
could produce legless dogs by contin- 
ually cutting off the legs of the nnl- 
mnl.s. However, Old English sheep 
dogs have docked tails. This Is the 
style and ptipples, "should they be 
born with tails." are shorn of most of 
this nppendage. 

The breed came to ns from the coun- 
try after which It Is named. It was 
considered the bo.st herding dog over 
produced, possessing a formidable 
voice, great stamina and strength and 
seldom experiences fatigue. The dogs 
are of medium size, standing about 22 
Inches high at the shoulders. In color 
the stand.'ird calls for any shade of 
grizzle, blue or bine morel with or 
without white markings. 


Puffin, Birdland Clown, 

Has Comical Expression 

Equally at home In the air, on land, 
and in water, the pnllln has been 
called the down of hirdinnd. There is 
no bird with so comical an expression, 
or one which appears so unconcerned 
as you approach, .says Tit-Bits .Mag- 
azine. 

There are colonies of many thuu- 
snnds In the British Isles, the largest 
being found on St. Kllda. It would be 
ditlicnlt to estimate the numbers on 
the steep slopes of that desolate, sea- 
girt Isle. 

The imffin makes its nesting home 
at tho end of a short burrow in the 
grotind, and at the end one large white 
egg is lairl. The ytaiiig imllin Is a 
pretty little black tliilTy hall, and dur- 
ing the time it lives in Its underworld 
nest the imrents bring qinintitie.s of 
small fish, for when It conies to diving 
they are a match for alnmst any fish 
they meet, l^ach (larent brings in Its 
la*ak anything n|) to ten fish. 

Gannets or solan geese, large sea 
birds, are clever diver.s. and while 
searching for prey they lly at a height 
up to three hundred fe(*t. When the 
fish is sighted the liirds clo.se their 
wings and streak down at terrific 
siieeii. 

Ihiterlng tlie \vati‘r they make a 
tremendous splash, hut seldom come 
up without their catch. Some fisher- 
men declare that the gannet dives 
direct on to Its prey and iloes not n.se 
its feet when traveling under water, 
hut as gannets have been captured In 
nets at a «lei»tli of ninety feet this 
i:tateniont cannot he accented. .Many 
diving birds use wings and feet under 
water, and there is little doubt that 
the gann(‘t does so, for it travels at 
lilgli speed when chasing its prey. A 
lilrd under water nmst have power to 
twist and turn ratndly if it is to catch 
the fish. 


Cockatillo, Noi^ Bird, 

Is Native of Australia 

The «i)t:katillo, whimsically de- 
scribed by one .luthorlty on cage birds 
as a sniall edition of the cockatoo, h- 
a most (nstlnguished appearing bird, 
says a writer in the Detroit News. 

Measuring between 10 and 11 Inches 
in length fhls Immigrant from Aus- 
tralia in clothed almost entirely In 
gray, hj^vlng a pearly gray breast and 
darker gray back and wings. Yellow 
cheek Fuitches. each with Its center of 
crimson, lend a touch of color to the 
cockatlllo’s Httire; while Its dignity Ip 
greatly heightened by a iicarl gray 
crest, slnullng to yellow at tlie ba.-A‘. 

'I'hese a#e the colorings of tlie male, 
hilt the female Is praetlcully the same 
in appenrance, though the color 
touches are dot so hriglit. 

They are nol.sy. 'I'helr love-call has 
a hell like and musical quality, hut is 
uttered very often and Huniellnies 
grows too pl«*rcing for the enjoyment 
of tlie listener. Some of them learn 
to talk a little, though such cases are 
ran*. 

Although the native home of tho 
cockatillo is in Australia, most of 
those found in this country have been 
tired here, for there Is In effect in Aus- 
tralia u law wiiicli forbids the export- 
ing of native birds. However, they are 
said to siiow a tendency to breed oft- 
ener In <:iptlvlty tlian In their native 
stale. 'I’he .American bred birds are 
hurdler, in tlie opinion of many au- 
thorities, than Imported ones. 


Before Bank of Engl-md 
Miu'chanls of l.oiuliui jihiced thi*lr 
gold, whlcli was the unit of exchange, 
in the Tow'er of London for .safe keep- 
ing. Charhs I, liMO. look iiossessloii 
of the tower wllli 2(M),(XM) pounds of 
gold, whIcL' he appronrluled. Tho 
nierchants then placed their money 
witii the goldsmiths and the notes 
given In excliange were pas ed from 
liand to hand, originating tho system 
o< checking. The goldsmiths becamu 
too powerful as the holders of the 
go'al of tho country and were siiti- 
pressed, principally by the chartering 
of tho Bunk of England, lOlH. 


Waterspout? Inland 

Lakes, Same as on Ocean 

One of the rare thrills of ocean 
traveling, and one still rarer In temp- 
erate than in tropleal waters, la the 
sight of a waterspmit, when earth and 
sky aiMMii to meet each other In a 
mighty swirling funnel, advises a eor 
re.s|)ondenf in the St. Louis Glnla- 
Demoerat. 

Water.s-poiits oeeiir not only on the 
oeeaii hnf also on Inland lakes, when- 
eviT winds of very different tempera- 
fnnvs meet high up In the air and 
form a local tornado or whirlwind. 

.As always, when warm moisture- 
laden nir is smldeiily cooled, a great 
deal of moisture is eondensed into 
va|ior and. In the eiMiter of the swirl- 
ing winds. Into rain. 

The water.spoiii appears at first as 
a funnel-shaped hliiek eloiid hanging 
from the idotid above. In the eimter 
or core of the whirl thc’re Is a par- 
tial vaeiium. and as the funnel hangs 
lower over the sea. this vaemini sucks 
lip some of the jigllated water under It 

Some few sailors have not only sei^ 
waterspouts hut have been In them. 
'I'ht'.so men have reported that the wa- 
ter of the spout Is fresh, not salt wa- 
ter, whleli seemed to them to make 
tho watersjionts even more mysterious 
than they otherwise looked. But the 
ox[)lanation probably Is that the great- 
er part of the water In the spout, and 
particnhirly in the center, is rain con- 
densed from the moisture In rhe air, 
dropping In the core where there Is 
little or no distnrhanee, rather than 
water drawn up from the sea. 


Early Postal Rate.? Were 

Based on Bulk of Letter 

Today the postage stamp Is such a 
nece.sslty that few people realize In 
what manner the payment of postage 
was handled In early day.s. Bo.stnl 
rates were based on the bulk of the 
letter and on the distance il had to he 
carried, and If It w’;is forwarded at' 
additional fee was required. ITepay 
ment, observes a writer In the Uhlcagn 
'rnhuiio, was not compulsory and let 
tors ordinarily arrived "eolleet,’’ a con 
dltlon promoted by ethiiiet on the 
ground that a prepaid letter Imiilleil 
that the addressee was unable to pay 
In large olllces tho mail was marked 
with handstamps provided by the post 
master. 

There was the "town mark" wllli 
changeable ilate line, rating stamps 
with the ordinary value.s, as 10, etc., 
and other handstamps to mark excep 
lloiial letters "paid" or "free." as re- 
quired. In small ofliees these con- 
venlencos were missing exceiit for the 
"town-mark. " and letters were en- 
dorsed by hand and in many cases the 
dates were written In the town-mark. 
In the smallest hamlets all of the pos 
Inl marklng.s were hand written. 
Among collectors the “pre-stamp" pe- 
riod includes everything down to the 
adoption of .-Aainps, and the covers are 
known as ‘“iire-staniii'’ covers. For the 
next few years until prepayment by 
stamps wa.s cuiupulsory, the covers 
without stamps are called ‘“stanipless 
covers." 'J'liese covers are not collect- 
ed to any extent h.v general <‘olleetor.s, 
hut are a m'cessary part for a special 
1st who Is showing the postal liistor.i 
of a country or of a stale or town. 


Fish That Fiddle Among 

Musical Freaks of Ocean 

The common lior.se mackerel, sun- 
fish. John Dory, and little hullhend, 
of the llsli niiislcians Inhabiting Brit- 
ish waters, all have a reputation as 
violin soloists, according to Tlt-Blts 
Magazine. The “nole.s’' are produced 
by friction of the fins and gill case.s. 

Some foreign fish practice a more 
intricate teclmiipie. The Indian cat- 
fish, for example, combines fiddling 
.vlth gymnastics, cleverly twisting liis 
iiody so that the first hone of ids 
dorsal fia makes contact with the 
spines of the fourtli and fifth verte- 
itrae, resulting In a plauslhle Imitation 
>f tlie vlollnl.st’s strings and liow. 

One wonders why no enterprising 
-howman has ever paraded a singing 
'Ish troupe, for there are many oredlt- 
■ible porfornier.s. 

Mexican natives often spend lumrs 
reclining In their little boats listening 
to the massed singing of tlielr canary 
fish. These strange choristers travel 
to and fro, emitting a ghostly refrain, 
which, It Is said, assumes a softer 
melody If delivered several fathoms 
below the surface. Less musical, jier- 
haps, hut not le.ss entertaining, are the 
vocal ert’orts of the drimmier fish, 
found olY the coast of Florhla. One 
observer has compared them with the 
orchestral roll of kettledrums. 


Caterpillars Lay Many 

Eggs; Hatch Next Year 

There are vari^uis sjiecles of eaterpll 
lars, notis an authority In tlie Indian 
aiiolis News. For example, the tent 
eateriilllar, which, full-grown, Is about 
two inches long, black body with a 
well-defined white line down tlie mid- 
dle with a row of blue spots along each 
side, dull reildlsli In color, wlilch slrli»s 
leaves of a|»ple, wild cherry and other 
trees. 'I’lie eggs are laid in a coni- 
luiet mass encircling a twig and re- 
main where placed until the lollowlng 
spring. They hatch as soon as tin* 
foliage Is out. 

The egg.s of the yellow and black 
striped caterpillars, which aiqiear In 
the late summer, are laid on the leaves 
in niidsuninier ; winter is passed as a 
pui)a in the soil, and there Is one gen 
eratlon annually. 'Die gyiisy aioth 
eateridllar is two and one-half Inches 
long, hairy and dark or black In color. 
Tlie eggs stage lasts until tlie May 
following the hiyliig of eggs in the tree 
111 July or August. 

Lar\ae often are poisoned liy siiray 
lug wltli arsenute of lead. Tall trees fre- 
quently are haiuled wllli burlap where 
the calurplllars will hide and thus may 
he killed. Evergreen, fruit or shade 
trees may he protected by handing the 
trunks with lly paper. 


Napoleon’s Simplon Road 

Great Engineering Feat 

Napoleon invaded Italy by oro.sslng 
over the St. Bernard mountain. When 
he had ended the eampaign by de- 
stroying the Italian army at the bat- 
tle of Marengo and had retnrm'il tn 
Frnneo, ho detornilned to emphasize 
and render permanent his sncee.ss by 
constructing a great military road In- 
to Italy. 

The execution of the work was en- 
tru.stoil to M. Ceiird, one of the fore- 
most engltieers of the da.v. It was 
begun on the Italian side In ISOO nml 
on the Swiss side In ISOl, and was 
finished in six years. 

Tho road was made over a shoulder 
of the Simplon nioimtaliT. from By- 
rleg In N'ahils to Doiiio d’Grsolo, In 
the north part of IModmont. Italy. 
The smnmlt of tho mountain over 
which It passed was 0,ri*i2 feet above 
sen level, 'rhe road was from 25 to 
:i0 feet lii'oad, and had nowhere 
throughout Its extent a slope of great- 
er than one font In thirteen. It wa* 
carried across (511 bridges, over nu- 
merous galleries ent out of the solid 
rock or built of nia.sonry, and through 
a numher of tunnels. 'I’lio road was 
one of the masterpieces of the engi- 
neering of tlmt day, and cost about 
half of which was borne 
by France and the remainder by Switz- 
erland. — Cleveland I’lain Denier. 


Holland Prepared to Use 

Water in Event of War 

The .sea Is at one and the same time 
Flollnnd’.s foe and friend, says a cor- 
respondent In the Kansas City Star. 
The ever-present nionnce of breaking 
dikes hangs constantly over the heads 
of the country’s placid burghers. Per- 
petual vigilance Is a necessity. With- 
out It more than half of Holland's 
population of 8,000.(X)0 might at any 
time he swallowed up by the sen. 

At the same time, the cnnni.s, which 
have been hnllt In the progress of re- 
claiming tlie land, provide Holland 
with the cheape.'lt and most elTectlve 
sy.stom of transportation. About two- 
thirds of the country’s transiiortatlon 
of goods Is by water. As a means of 
protection against Invasion from an 
outside enemy, the sea also Is Hol- 
land’s most effective nlly. In 1072 
the armies of France, England and a 
part of Germany, at war with the re- 
public of tho Seven States of the 
Netherlands, marched on Holland. 
They would have .succeeded In taking 
the capital hut for a fiood artificially 
created to stop the Invasion of the 
enemy. .At the beginning of the great 
European war in 1014. everything had 
been prepared to fiood a part of the 
country In the event of Holland being 
compelled to take part in the war.

The 
Metropolitan iiollce are even more nni- 
hltlous, for they kee|) an eye on nearly 
S,(X)0,()(H) people over an area of al- 
most 700 square miles. The Metro- 
politan wat(>r hoard supplies the house- 
wives from Iladain, in Herts, to Seven- 
oaks, in Kent — a total acreage of 307,- 
:5(51. The electricity supply of London 
Is distributed over an area of 1,841 
square miles. The City of London has 
an area of only one Kipiaro mile — 
known as "the iiio.st valtiahle square 
mile in the world." The Tower of 
London is not in London! It stands In 
Stepney. 


Europeans in Connecticut

The flvo Merit Prize winiers se- 
lected from an outstanding group of 
preparatory school graduates, vere not 
chosen on a basis of sclolarsblp 
alone. Qualifications for thle fellow- 
ship were similar to the snndards 
maintained In the selection of Rhodes 
Scholars. This Is, activities athlet- 
ics, health, and character, wllch are 
given as high ratings as sciolastlc 
ability. The committee for tie selec- 
tion of Merit Prize winners ale gave 
attention to each candidate’s v^ws on 
religion and alcohol.

Dr. Mather 

Speaks on New 
Virtues Needed 


Opens Second Summer Institute 
for Social Progress 



Dr. KIrtley F. Mather, of the Geol- 
ogy Department of Harvard Univer- 
sity, and who Is also a resident of 
Newton Centre and a member of the 
Newton School Committee, opened 
the second Summer Institute for So- 
cial Progress at Wellesley last week 
with a talk on "A New Set of Vir- 
tues Is Needed for a New World." 

Others from the Newtons who are 
participating In the Institute are Lu- 
cius E. Thayer, 27 Estabrook road. 
West Newton, a Boston lawyer and 
Miss M. Louise Walworth, 931 Centre 
street, Newton Centre, chairman of 
the Wellesley executive committee. 

Speaking in the Wellesley Chapel 
on Sunday morning. Prof. Mather 
pointed out that “the old-time virtues 
considered essential to flnancial suc- 
cess are outmoded today because of 
the fundamental change in economic 
conditions. When the nation suffered 
from a scarcity of products our 
fathers developed a stern virtue 
which extolled rugged individualism, 
keen competition at the expense of 
others, thrift or reckless saving 
against a rainy day. Initiative directed 
only at the amassing of individual for- 
tunes regardless of the net effect of 
those fortunes upon society, industri- 
ousness which unduly lengthened 
hours and reduced the wages of the 
average worker, and finally charity 
which supported Itself on sweatshop 
conditions and other forms of indus- 
trial exploitation ‘by contributions to 
good causes’. 

Today the problem Is how to dis- 
tribute our abundance,” according to 
Prof. Mather. "The improvement of 
machinery has made It possible to 
turn out more than la being absorbed. 
The doctrine of thrift has given way 
to the slogan of ‘Buy Now’ so as to 
make business better for all. Eco- 
nomists have found that co-operation 
In Industry Is essential to recovery — 
not a mere ideal. This is the day of 
decision and the individual can best 
serve his own ends by co operating 
with his neighbor." 

The high spgt of next week's pro- 
gram Is an evening forum by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, Henry A. Wallace, 
who will interpret the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration on Friday, July 20, at 8 
p. m. In Billings Hall. There will be 
questions from the fioor. This Sat- 
urday night (July 14) William M. Lei- 
serson, chairman of the Petroleum La- 
bor Policies Board In Washington, will 
conduct a forum on "The Future of 
Labor Under the NIRA”, followed by 
a panel discussion. 

On Tuesday evening, July 17, Prof. 
Walton Hamilton, of the Yale Law 
School will speak on "The Supreme 
Court In a National Crisis.” The eve- 
ning forums and the afternoon round 
tables at 2:30 are open to the pub- 
lic for a nominal fee. 

A tremendous amount of Interest 
has been aroused this year In the 
Institute with the presence of econ- 
omists of national and International 
reputation on the faculty and forum 
program, including four experts from 
Washington.

At the regular Monday meeting of 
the Newton Rotary Club, Walter Wei- 
dig, delegate of the local club to the 
recent Detroit convention of Interna- 
tional Rotary, gave a well thought out 
and interesting report on the meet- 
ings. Nothing, he said, was left un- 
done by Detroit to make the visit of 
the city’s guests enjoyable. The mo- 
tor manufacturers of the city fur- 
nished 700 new cars which were 
placed at the entrance to the hotels 
for' the free use of the visitors. One 
often had the choice of many makes 
for one’s drive, laughingly said the 
speaker. .Moreover, the drivers of the 
cars had had two weeks’ training in 
a courtesy school. For further as- 
sistance. Eagle Scouts were also at 
the hotel entrances ready to be of all 
kinds of service. 

Mr. Weldig found the International 
note predominating in the principal 
addresses. Outstanding speakers were 
Mark Sullivan, Postmaster-General 
Farley and that good Rotarian Pro- 
fessor William Lyon Phelps. Along 
with the International theme was the 
emphasis In various addresses and dis- 
cussions on what Rotary can do for 
youth. The resolutions were all clean- 
cut and of national and international 
import, and purely local matters were 
side-tracked. 

There were assembled In Detroit 
7,390 Rotarians and guests, from 43 
countries. These numbers fell a lit- 
tle short of the somewhat more thnn 
8,000 enrolled in Boston a year ago. 
The speaker alluded to the much 
greater use of air-conditioning in De- 
troit than In Bostjon, which made a 
week of terrific heat more bearable. 

Three visitors were present at Mon- 
day’s meeting. Plans are now’ in prog- 
ress for a Rotary outing some time In 
September which will probably be 
held at a beach resort and will In- 
clude those charming ladies known as 
Rotary-anns. 

Strong Brakes on 
Nash, Lafayette 

A stiff test, designed to discover the 
safety factor of the Beudix equal-ac- 
tion brakes used In all Nash and La- 
Fayette cars, was conducted yester- 
day In the company’s Kenosha plant 
by Nash engineers. 

Although speciflcutlons called for 
use in the braking system of a cable 
w’hich would carry a load of one and 
a half tons, employees in the experi- 
mental department, the "no” men of 
the factory organization, wanted to 
see with their own eyes that these 
specifleations had been met. 

One end of the brake cable was se- 
curely locked to a special beam-type 
sling, the other end attached to the 
hook of a chain hoist. The sling was 
then fastened to the frame ends of a 
Nash Big Six coupe by means of 
heavy steel chains and the car lifted 
clear of the ground, Its 3600 pound 
bulk safely held by the 3/16 In. cable. 

Measurements which followed the 
inipressive demonstration showed no 
stretching had occurred in the cable 
strands and that the tensile limit of 
the cable had scarcely been ap- 
proached. 

Engineers point out this absence of 
"stretch" Is an Important factor In 
maiutalniug equal braking action on 
all four wheels regardless of how 
quickly the brakes are applied.

Boats 3000 B. C. Were 

Constructed of Planks 

Shipbuilding, says the Washington 
Star, Is one of the most ancient of the 
arts. Egyptian drawings, dating prob- 
ably from about 3000 B. C-. show boats 
constructed of planks, having sails as 
well as oars. From ancient sculp- 
tures it appears that the ships of the 
Greeks and Remans were propelled 
by wind and our and were built with 
keel, nbs and planking, strengthened 
crosswise by benches on which the 
rowers sat. 

The Phoenicians were probably the 
most skillful mariners of ancient 
times, and at a very earl/ period had 
developed a type of war galley. The 
Vikings of Norway used ships of con- 
siderable Strength of frame, but very 
light draft The European nations 
steadily Improved In shipbuilding, and 
the oar was gradually superseded by 
the sail. Larger and speedier vessels 
were required for the development of 
commerce. The development of ship- 
building as a science, however, may 
be said to date from the middle of the 
Nineteenth century and to have been 
a direct result of the use of Iron and 
steel In ship construction and the ap- 
plication of iteara to propulsion. 


Inoculation for Smallpox 
Inoculation for smallpox was first 
practiced In China during the Sung 
dynasty. During the reign of Jen 
Tseng, 1023-1003 A. D., the prime min- 
ister, Wang Tan, whose son was suffer- 
ing severely from smallpox, was In- 
formed of the successful preventive 
Inoculation discovered by a philoso- 
pher living at O Mel mouuiains, at Sze- 
chuen. He told the minister that tho 
child was a fit subject for Inoculation 
and it was dune the next morning. 
The seventh day the fever disappeared 
and on the twelfth day the puscnlea 
dried up. As smallpox was brought to 
China by the Huns, and as the O Mei 
mountains are on tho border of India, 
it la suggested that this metlu>d came 
via tho trade routes from Inuta. 


Sailors' Snug Harbor 
Capt. Robert Richard Randall estab- 
lished Sailors' Snug Harbor for worn 
out sailors. It was opened .\ugust 1, 
1833, and today is one of tba richest 
foundations in the UnittMl States. Its 
holdings are said to he valued at more 
than $30,00<>.(HK). An applicant for ad 
mission to Sailors’ Snug Harbor must 
be an aged, decrepit aud wornoiit sea 
faring man, pre.senllng with his appll 
cation sutlsfuctury proofs «*f service ou 
seagoing vessels sailing under the 
United States tlug and letters of sec- 
ommcndatluu as to his good character. 
The only home of similar character In 
the Unlteil States Is the Sailors' home, 
Quincy, Mass.

The great reduction in the deficit of the Boston Elevated i 
Street Railway for the year ending June 30th is encouraging! 
indeed. Last year the deficit reached a figure of about two and 
three quarter millions of dollars. The deficit of the pastj 
twelve-month period is figured at slightly more than a million j 
and a half dollars. This reduction was brought about through j 
the saving of three-quarters of a million dollars in the expenses; 
of operation and an increase in the number of paying passengers 
riding. This latter increase took place entirely since the first of 
the year and is a reflection of the improvement of business in 
general. 

There are many other incidental matters of interest in the 
annual report of the Board of Public Trustees of the Elevated. 
During sixteen years of public control there have been but three 
other years in which it has been necessary to levy a deficit upon 
the Metropolitan area. The deficit of the year just ended Is 
the smallest of any. The Elevated question has been one of the 
most agitated in this section of the state and the question of 
public control versus public ownership has been one that has 
furnished much debate. The encouraging report is indication of 
the fact that under normal conditions the road could probably 
be put on a basis that is practically self-supporting. Like many i 
other businesses as well as people, it has needed help in meeting 
unconquerable obstacles.

Colonists Liked Silver; 

Brought It to New World 

The .\racrlcnn cohmlsts were never 
long behind England In tholr fashions. 
Early Invoices, inventories and wills 
prove that n good supply of silver was 
brought over hy the colonists when 
coming to the New world. Whatever 
was new and fashionable api>enred in 
the homes and on the tabh'S of the 
governors and tlioir coterie at the 
same time as In London, except for 
the three or four week.s’ sailing time 
that necessarily Intervened, observes 
a writer In the .New York Herald Trib- 
une, . 

When the silversmiths In London 
were molting up old silver, and origi- 
nating new stylos, many a piece of 
Stuart and Queen Anne silver brought 
over by the earliest colonists went 
back to London to be converted Into 
more fashionable shapes. There is a 
record of a Virginia gentleman In 
KTiO who did this, and nearly lost his 
family silver by having it selxcd by the 
customs ns now silver. A century la- 
ter, George Washington, on the eve of 
his Innngurntlon as President sent 
much family silver to London to be 
melted and made into “the newest and 
most elegant shapes." 

The earlier period of destruction was 
needless. The art of making silver 
was among the very first accomplish- 
ments of the colonists. By the year 
ICTiO there was no need for Americans 
to regard England as he.ndqunrters for 
beautiful silver, except for the far 
southern colonies, from which it was 
easier to cross tlie ocean tlian to cross 
the forests between them and the New 
England silver center. The early 
American silversmiths were blessed in 
being restricted In Implements, ways 
and means, for It necessitated sim- 
plicity In their work. They patterned 
their silver on severe lines, and thus 
achieved a beauty never surpassed. 
When the advent of punch called for 
larger utensils than they had been 
making, a number of fluted bowls of 
the Queen Anne type were made. The 
American makers were partial to the 
simpler form as usnal, retaining only 
the deeper and lower corves of the 
Queen Anne design in some of their 
bowls, thus achieving greater capacity 
and balance. 


Sand From Lake Michigan 

Built the Famous Dunes 

Thousands of years ago the great Ice 
sheet that had covered Canada and 
the northern part of the United States 
gradually melted and retreated north- 
ward. It Ifei't in Its wake heaps of 
clay, piles of boulders, plains of sand 
and pools of water. One of the largest 
of these pools was named Lake Chi- 
cago, and after many changes came 
to be Lake Michigan. 

The winds and the waves began 
their work on the shores of the lake 
as soon as the Ice sheet had melted. 
Some parts of the shore were washed 
away by the force of the waves. Some 
of the material removed by the waves 
soon sank to the bottom of the lake, 
but some of It traveled far and was 
then thrown upon the shore miles 
away. Because of the winds and Uie 
currents, the south end of the lake 
received tons upon tons of sand cast 
upon the shore by the waves and 
piled up by the wind into sand bars 
and dunes. Century after century this 
went on until the new earth thus 
formed measured many square miles, 
spread out as a crescent about the 
southern end of the lake. 

The fascinating thing about this 
crescent Is that while the outer edge 
is 20,(XX) years old the Inner side was 
built up yesterday and Is receiving 
further additions today. This permits 
us to see the new sand heaped up 
during the past few decades or cen- 
turies with Its neA* plants, the older 
sand undergoing clianges which are 
transforming it into soil with its older 
vegetation, and the mature soil, with 
the oldest vegetation forming a cli- 
max forest upon a climax soil. 


Longfellow’s Old Home 

The Longfellow home In Cambridge, 
Mass., built In 1700, is doubly famous 
as the poet's home and as the one- 
time “headquarters" of Gen. George 
Washington. In the early days of the 
Nineteenth century, the house which 
entertained Washington, Talleyrand, 
Queen Victoria’s father, and Charles 
Dickens was used ns u rooming house 
for college students. Longfellow found 
quarters there while he was a young 
Harvard professor. He became the 
owner of the house in 1843, and it 
stands in its original state, aided by 
a few modern Improvements and fre- 
quent upkeep painting. 


Ruins of Cuzco 

In Cuzco, Peru, once the metropolis 
of the Incas, may be seen massive 
ruins on a pur with those to be found 
In Egypt. When tlie city was cap- 
tured by PItarro its temples were 
marvels of magnificence. The Temple 
of the Sun was covered with a roof 
of gold. The railroad to Cuzco skirts 
Lake Titicaca, an inland sea, lOTi 
miles long, (10 miles wide, and 12,{XX) 
above the level of the sea. The water 
never freezes, even when the temper- 
ature drops to 30 degrees, and steel 
knives thrown Into It do not rust 


First Tea in England

About Town

Judge Bacon, using rhnrncterlatlc 
contmon sense, ruled last week that 
niemhers of the Newton police depart- 
ment mny appear In the 'Newton dis- 
trict court wearing their new brown 
shirts, and without wearing the blue 
serge coats which are part of their 
regular uniforms. Tlie judge liim- 
self doffed his robe of ofilco on the 
very hot days and looked comfortably 
gnrlied in an attractive shirt. But, the 
judge was quoted ns stating that he 
would not allow any shedding of coats 
in the court room if those discarding 
(lie coats wear suspenders. 

As one who never deserted suspend- 
ers for a belt, we asked the Judge 
why he is prejudiced against the old- 
fashioned supporters for trousers? 
Wo contended that they are* more 
conducive to health and more com- 
fortable than belts. Moreover, sus- 
penders are in vogue again. The judge 
replied that he has seen us wearing 
suspenders and this la one reason why 
he is prejudiced against them.

Persons residing or working in the 
vicinity of the bridge over the Bos- 
ton & Albany tracks at Centre st.. 
Newton Corner, have had their nerves 
frayed the past couple of weeks while 
workmen have been removing old paint 
off the superstructure of the bridge. 
The noise of hand hammers being used 
to knock off the old paint has been 
bad enough, but the din of blunt 
chisels operated by compressed air 
has been terrific.

It seems as if some less noisy meth- 
od could be used. 


The Planning Boards of the Towns 
of Arlington, Belmont, Lexington, 
Lincoln and Concord, through which 
towns the new State highway from 
Cambridge to Concord Is being con- 
structed, have organized to control 
the development of land adjacent to 
this highway. It is planned to prevent 
the despoliation of the highway by 
preventing along it roadside stands, 
gasoline stations and other business 
ventures which have turned other 
State highways into unsightly thor- 
oughfares instead of beautiful scenic 
routes for which purpose they were 
constructed at the expense of mil- 
lions of dollars to taxpayers. The 
Joint Planning Boards hope to ob- 
tain unified action by the five towns 
in controlling real estate develop- 
ments along the highway. The New- 
ton Board of Aldermen can well heed 
the example shown by the Planning 
Boards of these neighboring towns 
when petitions are received from per- 
sons who want to commercialize 
Boylston st. In this city in order that 
they may profit individually. 


The testimonial to Street Commis- 
sioner George E. Stuart on Wednes- 
day night, attended by 1000 persons 
at the State Armory, called attention 
to the remarkable changes which 
have occurred during the 55 years 
of his service to this city. When 
he became associated with the Street 
Department in 1879, Newton was 
quite rural in aspect and had about 
quarter the population it possesses 
today. Newton Corner was a well 
settled section with a number of 
large, imposing estates. The north 
side of the railroad tracks In New- 
tonvllle was also thickly settled, but 
the South side of the tracks in that 
district was largely undeveloped ter- 
ritory. The same could be said of 
West Newton. Newton Lower Falls 
and Newton Upper Falla were thriv- 
ing manufacturing villages a half cen- 
tury ago. Waban was farming coun- 
try and the poor farm, as it was then 
called was located there. The New- 
ton Circuit branch of the Boston & 
Albany railroad had not been built 
and Newton Highlands contained but 
a small number of scattered houses. 
Most of the area at Newton Centre 
and Chestnut Hill was either wood- 
land or farming areas. 

The accepted streets in the city 
were of macadam construction. Horse 
drawn vehicles traveled over these 
streets and most of these were either 
buggies, carryalls or light delivery 
wagons used by stores. Included 
among the heavier vehicles were lum- 
ber drays, two-horse tipcarts, Ice- 
wagons and coal carts, some of the 
latter of the two-wheel variety. The 
passage of a steam-roller over the 
streets was a thrilling event in the 
lives of the youngsters of those days, 
and this self-propelled vehicle had to 
be preceded (In compliance with the 
law) by a man waving a red flag as 
it rumbled down a street at a “speed" 
of about 3 or 4 miles per hour. Other 
thrills came when some frightened 
horse ran away or the galloping 
horses on the fire trucks pulled such 
apparatus to a blaze. When the fire 
trucks had to go up a steep grade, 
such as Newtonvllle avenue or High- 
land street, the firemen had to alight 
from the trucks and help get them 
up the hill by pushing. 

Then came the automobile era and 
the problem of building and maintain- 
ing highways became quite changed. 
Macadam roads could not withstand 
the action of pneumatic tires on swift- 
ly moving vehicles. The ground rock, 
forming the top layer of street sur- 
faces, which In former years was 
made firmer and harder by pressure 
of iron tires on horse drawn wagons 
and carriages, was sucked off by tires 
on automobiles. On gravel roads the 
surface was blown hither and thither. 
Autoists had to wear goggles and 
dusters. It became necessary to use 
oil, tar, asphalt and other viscous 
materials to keep street surfaces 
from disintegrating. The advent of 
heavy trucks weighing us much, with 
their loads as small railroad freight 
curs, necessitated much more endur- 
ing types of street construction. The 
job of men in charge of maintaining 
streets in a city became increasingly 
difficult. Especially when the cost of 
schools, of police and fire departments, 
as well us playground departments 
and other new city activities left pro- 



portionately smaller amounts for the 
construction and maintenance of high- 
ways than were appropriated In the 
pre-automobile years. 

When traffic was horse drawn there 
was little expense in plowing high- 
ways after snowstorms. Sidewalks 
were promptly plowed, as. the largo 
majority of persons walked in those 
days. Gutters were also promptly 
plowed so that pedestrians would not 
get wet feet at crosswalks. It was not 
necessary, as in later years, to spend 
large sums clearing streets of snow 
and sanding them to prevent automo- 
biles from skidding. Horses used to 
skid on icy streets. But the taxpay- 
ers did not have to stand the expense 
of protecting the horses from slipping. 
Their owners had to do this. And old- 
timers well remember the hectic ac- 
tivity at horse-shoers shops after 
snowstorms when the "smiths" worked 
day and night sharpening the horse- 
shoes. 

Mr. Stuart went through the trying 
years for those in charge of high- 
ways, caused by the transition from 
one form of transportation to an ut- 
terly different form. He surely de- 
serves all the rest and recreation ho 
can obtain in the declining years of a 
long and unusually active life. 


The writer enjoyed a motor trip over 
the week-end to Coatlcook and Sher- 
brooke, Quebec, accompanied by Capt. 
Nicholas Veduccio, Edward A. Murphy 
and John Shorten. The scenery In the 
rolling country around Coatlcook is 
as beautiful as ever, the farmers are 
still leading the tranquil life of the 
preautomobile era, using largely 
horses for transportation; the black- 
smith and harnessmaking shops are 
doing business at the same old 
stands, and if one desires to get away 
from the mechanical age which has 
brought about the present “Ideal” state 
of affairs in the world in general, take 
a trip up to the Eastern Township 
country for a few days.

OFFICERS STRIPES 


It is a very simple matter to tell 
the status of an officer aboard ship 
by observing the stripes he wears. 
The following, given out by Cunard 
White Star Limited, Is in use in prac- 
tically all ships on the ocean: 

Commodore of the Fleet — One wide 
single gold stripe on sleeve. 

Captain — Four gold stripes. 

Staff Captain (attached to all ex- 
press and some large cruising steam- 
ers) — Four gold stripes. 

Chief Officer — Throe gold stripes. 

Chief Engineer — Four gold stripes. 
Interspaced with purple. 

Surgeon — Three gold stripes, inter- 
spaced with red. 

Purser — Three gold stripes, Inter- 
spaced with white. 

Chief Steward — Two gold stripes, 
zig-zag. 

Senior Wireless Officer — Two gold 
stripps, interspaced with green. 

When white uniforms are worn, 
which is the custom in summer or in 
tropical waters during any season of 
the year, the stripes will be found 
oil the shoulder straps instead of the 
sleeves.

No ’Tsle of Lost Ships” 

Located in Sargasso Sea 

In 1025 Dr. Wllllifm Beebe headed 
an expedition to tlie Sargasso sen 
for the New York Zoological so- 
clty. IBs report firmly discredited 
the belief that there is an "Isle of 
lost ships," or a "graveyard of miss- 
ing ships" In the Atlantic. Or, ns 
legend and myth have it, that all the 
wrecks and derelicts of the Atlantic 
eventually drift to this weedy spot 
and here, tangled In a mat of vegeta- 
tion, slowly eddy round and round In 
desolate assembly. 

The Sargasso sen, says the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer, in the name given 
to a vast area in the Atlantic ocean 
roughly between the parallels of 20® 
and .35“ north and the merldions 30* 
and 70* west. In which patches of sea- 
weed are common. These patches of 
seaweed are kept in a slow swirl by 
the gulf stream and the equatorial 
current. Columbus noted the abund- 
ance of floating weeds In this region 
In 1402. In his log may be found a 
record of the occurrence of the gulf- 
weed. The name arises from the fact 
that the Spaniards called this region 
"Mar de Sargazo." sen of seaweeds, 
“Snrgnzo” being Spanish for seaweed. 

Doctor Beehe cruised for a month in 
the Sargasso sen and reported that 
at only certain seasons does the weed 
collect into fioating patches, and that 
these are soon scattered by gales. He 
also saw thin streamers of weed, 
sometimes a mile or two long, undu- 
lating over the sen. 

Whether the seaweed propagates in 
the open sea or drifts in from the 
const is a disputed question. Although 
no seeds or spores are formed In mid- 
ocean, it is concluded that the weed 
propagates at sea by vegetation for 
many years, if not perennially. 


Ancient Egyptians First 

People to Make Leather 

Leather was first made by the an- 
cient Egyptians and its lore reveals 
the quaint styles of footwear through 
the centuries. P'or example, notes a 
Cleveland Plain Dealer correspondent, 
the English parliament in 14(13 passed 
an act prohibiting shoes with pikes 
more than two inches in length, under 
penalties to maker and wearer, and 
those who would not comply were 
excommunicated. 

Even at a late period shoes were 
often twice the length of the foot. 

In 1000, In the reign of William 
Rufus, the great dandy Robert was 
called the "horneil" because he wore 
shoes with long points, stuffed, 
turned up and twisted like horns. 

The shoes became fashionable and 
the toes continued to Increase In ex- 
tent until In the time of Richard II 
in 1.300 they had attained such an 
enormous length as to be fastened to 
the garter by a chain of silver or 
gold. 

St. Crispin was a Christian martyr, 
born of a noble Roman family. About 
the middle of the Third century under 
the reign of Diocletian, he with his 
brother Crisplanus fied from Rome 
Into Gaul, where he worked as a 
shoemaker in the town which is now 
called Solssons. Here he distin- 
guished himself by his exertions for 
the spread of Christianity, as well as 
by his works of charity. 

St. Crispin had a tender heart for 
the poor and needy and, according to 
one of the legends of him, "his benev- 
olence was so great that he even stole 
leather to make shoes for the poor." 
From this legend charity done at the 
expense of others has ever since been 
called "Crisplnades." 


Harvest Thankigiving 

The blessing of the rice harvest is 
one of the most ancient of Ceylonese 
customs, and the oldest harvest- 
thanksgiving ceremony In the Middle 
East. Elephants and villagers partici- 
pate. The ceremony Is known as 
"Aluth-Sal-Mangalla." It begins with 
a procession to the temple, and then 
proceeds to the paddy (rice) fields at- 
tached to the temple, where the high 
priest reaps a small quantity of paddy. 
This Is heaped on the lending ele- 
phant, and the procession starts back 
again to the temple, where the priests 
thresh the grains. The rice is then 
boiled apd offered to Buddha. Im- 
mediately afterward.s the villagers be- 
gin the rice harvest. 


Some Snakes Are Bluffers 

Hog-nosed snakes as described by 
the curator at the reptile house in 
Central Park, New York, as a clown 
and bluffer, strike terror to the few 
who find them in the state and be- 
lieve them to he "puff adders," com- 
parable In their death dealing power 
to the deadly viper of Africa and the 
hooded cobra of India which, accord- 
ing to official figures, kills 22,000 an- 
nually. This snake distends its Jaws, 
emits a musk odor, and hisses threat- 
eningly. However. Doctor Ditmars as- 
serts that it can hardly he induced to 
bite, is unable to inllict more than 
the slightest wound, and will always 
fiee if given the slightest opportunity. 


Vandalism 

The word "vaudallsm" does not al- 
ways denote malicious destruction, 
says Literary Digest. Vandalism is de- 
stined: "Hostility to, or contempt for 
*nrt and literary treasurers; wanton or 
ignorant destructi|)n or defacement, as 
of monuments of the past, or treas- 
ures of art or learning." Accordingly, 
vandalism may be hostile and mali- 
cious; it may he contemptuous, or it 
may be due to ignorance. The de- 
struction of a treasured bit of sculp- 
ture by small b«>ys may be due simply 
to ignorant mischievousness without 
denoting any degree of hostility or 
maliciousness.

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Insects Used by Savages 

as Regular Food Supply 

Some Insorts nre hlKhly nutritious ns 
food for humnn boinjfs, but thoy nre 
'•npprorlntod chiofly by snvnROS. The 
flavor of the Inrjce Itlnok Carpenter 
Ants, which can be scooped up by the 
handful, appeals to some. White Grubs 
are said to make an excellent salad. 
The Red Indians formerly used many 
kinds of insects for food, Rrasshoppers 
roasted being specially favored. Ac- 
cording to a writer in the Montreal 
Herald, the Indians In the vicinity of 
Mono lyjjke, California, collect the cat- 
erpillar of the Saturmid Moth for food. 
Waterboatmen and their eggs are used 
as food In .Mexico. The Hugong Moth 
was formerly an Important article of 
food with the .Aborigines of Australia. 
The Australian bushmen found that 
the clay of the termite mounds make 
a solid meal, and the hill tribes of In- 
dia eat the termites themselves, which 
h»ve a flavor like almonds. 

A few insects have medicinal prop- 
erties. Coccids of the genus Kerraes, 
that live on an oak In the Mediter- 
ranean region yield a medicinal sirup. 
Another Goccld of Mexico produces a 
peculiar substance known as .\xin. 
This is used as an external medicine. 
The Hllster Beetle possesses a blis- 
tering property which is due to the 
presence of C-antliarndin In their blood. 

Insects ore also u.sed for ornamen- 
tation. Tropical butterflies are used 
to make Jewelry, pictures, etc. In .Ja- 
pan a fire box, to hold charcoal Are, 
Is made from a section of log, placed 
on end. For this purpose a log is fre- 
quently selected for Its ornamentation, 
made by Engraver Beetles; or a 
screen Is often made of wood, that is 
carved with tunnels made by termites. 


Zoological Gardens Are 

Valuable to Anatomists 

The I.,ondon Zoological society, sec- 
ond oldest in Europe, was founded In 
1820 and obtained a charter from King 
George IV in 1829. The third oldest 
gardens are those in Amsterdam, 
where a natural history museum was 
built in laiT. 

Late in the Nineteenth century the 
Gennan Carl Hagenheck revolution- 
ised the manner in which wild ani- 
mals are exhibited in zoological gar- 
dens when he hullt his remarkable 
park at Stelllngen. near Hamburg 
There the setting gave a panoramic 
effect through faithful reproduction 
of each animal's native habitat, with- 
out need for Iron-barred cages. 

Meanwhile the menagerie or zoo has 
steadily Increased in value to the nat- 
uralist, the artist and the taxidermist. 
Thanks to the existence of wild anf- 
roal collections, as long ago as the 
Seventeenth century anatomists broad- 
ened the scope of their knowledge. 

If there were martyrs thrown to 
the lions to make a Roman holiday, 
there were later martyrs to science, 
such as Claude IVrruult, one of the 
founders of comparative anatomy, who 
died at the age of seventy-five from 
dissecting a dromedary that had died 
of a contagious disease. 

Ever since Noah assembled his col- 
lection of animals in the ark and es- 
tablished a clas.^lc model for chil- 
dren’s toys and animal cnickers, 
strange animals have kept their fa.s- 
cination for human beings. — Detroit 
Free Press. 


Origin of Our Police 
Some form of police protection has 
been in existence almost from the day 
the first colony of white people landed 
on American soil, .says Pathfinder .Mag- 
azine. Constables, with powers and 
duties similar to those in England, 
were established in the early towm- 
ships and the Dutch estahllsheil a sys- 
tem of watchmen in .New York about 
1G50. Mas.sachusetts gets the credit 
for the first move towards an organ- 
ized police force becau.se of a system 
of nlghtwatchmeo nrovlded for unpro- 
tected towns In HK>9. A day watch, 
called a ward, was 'ater established. 
A distinctive uniform wa.s adopted hy 
New York and Philadelphia in IS.'it] 
and to them goes the honor of having 
the first uniformed police force. 


Perry’* Burial Place 

In 1818 Perry was sent with a 
small s^iuadron to the West Indies 
to protect .American commerce against 
pirates. He contracted yellow fever 
and died on his thirty-fourth birthday, 
August 22. 1819. He was buried with 
military honors at I*ort of Spain, Trin- 
idad, but In 18'2<). by direction of con- 
gress. his body was removetl in the 
sloop of war lycxington and re-interred 
at Newport, R. I. The state of Rhode 
Island erected a monument to him. 


Invented Lawn Tennis 

The game of lawm tennis was in- 
vented by an Englishman. Mnj. Walter 
riopton Wingfield. In 1874 h- evolved 
a game that he called sphatrlstike and 
which wa.s designed to h«; played on 
English lawns. Ii» a short time It 
obtained great poimlarlty. 'I'lie Greek 
name was retained only a short time. 
Tennis, a very old game — ' the game 
of kings,” us it was cuIUmI — laid the 
word “lawn” prefixed to it, and that 
is still the proper name. 


Th« Bedford Flag 
The Bedford llag was a taig which 
flouted above the heads of llie hruve 
Colonists on April 151. 1771, when they 
defied tlie Brilisli at I>exinglon and 
Concord. It is on exhiiltiun in Bed 
ford, Ma=.’!. It Is of maroon, carr^ 
Ing tiie Latin device. “Aut Vlut u .Mor 
ire," mealting coiuiuer or die. It was 
curried by .Natliuniel I'age, captain of 
tbe Bedford Minute Men, on tliut me 
morabl* 4njr.

BALSAM OF PERU COMES FROM 
EL SALVADOR 


El Salvador is the smallest country 
In the mainland of either North or 
South America, and, excepting Haiti, 
the smallest nation in the Western 
Hemisphere. It ia the only country 
between Canada and Colombia with- 
out an Atlantic as well as a Pacific 
.seaboard, and it has the densest rural 
I>opulation on the mainland of the 
Americas. In an area about equal to 
that of Maryland live nearly 1,500,000 
people. 

The most unusual export of El Sal- 
vador, however, is the misnamed “bal- 
sam of Peru.” Balsam, which is used 
for medicinal purposes, is the sap of 
a tree native to El Salvador. But the 
early Spaniards shipped the sap to 
Peru, where it was reshlpped to Spain. 
Efforts are being made to have the 
name “El Salvador balsam” accepted 
In place of the misnomer “Balsam of 
Peru.”

Mr. Ferry was the Prohibitionist 
candidate for Governor two years ago 
opposing Governor Ely and the late 
William S. Youngman, Republican 
candidate.

Against City 

Two new damage claims against 
the City of Newton will be presented 
to the Board of Aldermen at the meet- 
ing on next .Monday night. One Is 
from Mary Duggan of 430 Centre st., 
Newton. She claims damages for in- 
juries received when she stumbled 
over a hose laid across the sidewalk 
from a hydrant at 241 Washington st., 
Newton Corner. The accident oc- 
curred at 12.30 p. m. on May 24. The 
other claim is from Mrs. Mary Bush- 
nell for alleged damage to her resi- 
dence at 182 Tremont st, Newton, 
caused by blasting when the high 
level sewer was being excavated a 
year and a half ago. 


Carpenters Object 

To Forms Made 
Outside City 

Nothing In Contract To Prevent 
Such Practice 

The Carpenters’ District Council of 
Newton has made a complaint to PWA 
officials because of the method used In 
making cement foiuis In the construc- 
tion of the new grade school on Ne 
vada st., Newtonville. The contrac 
tors on this job, J. Slotnlck Company 
of Boston, are having these forms 
made in Malden by the Tucker Form 
Company. The Newton carpenters 
claim that in most public jobs in this 
city In the past, such forms have been 
made on the job, that having them 
made elsewhere lessens by about 50% 
the amount of work for carpenters on 
this project, and thus defeats to 
large extent the purpose of PWA 
projects, the creation of work for lo- 
cal men. Building Commissioner 
Hagemann states that while employ- 
ment on the PWA projects In New 
ton Is restricted so far as possible to 
Newton residents, there la nothing In 
the contract which enables him to 
compel these forms to be made at the 
job. 

Another complaint which had been 
heard is — that non-residents are being 
employed as electricians at the Blge 
low School job. The information was 
given at the office of the Building De- 
partment that the Hlxon Electrical 
Company of Boston, which has the 
electrical contract at the Bigelow 
School, tried unsuccessfully to obtain 
electricians who reside in Newton, 
and then employed residents of other 
Middlesex county places in accord 
ance with PWA provisions.

Ten days af- 
ter the disaster tlie huge park in Long 
Beacli looked more like a large picnic 
place than the improvised home of 
refugees after a great disaster 
Grapliic were the speaker’s descrip- 
tion of Palm Springs, the Imperial 
Valley, Boulder Dam, and particular- 
ly tlie Death Valley as they saw them. 
'Fliere was also a l)rlef journey across 
into Mexico. On the homeward jour- 
ney, Mr. and Mrs. Palmer were great- 
ly impressed wltli tlie Graiul Canyon 
and tlie two new national parks, Brice 
and Zion, in lUaii. One of these, so 
remarkable in coloring, the speaker 
referred to as a "Yellowstone in oils.’’ 
'Fhe Rotary memliers and their guests 
of the day will long remember the 
pictures Mrs. Palmer drew, and many 
no doubt are keen to emulate the Pal- 
mer Odyssey.

No Liquor To Be 
Sold In Newton 
After Midnight 

Starting last Sunday the sale of 
liquor in Newton was restricted to the 
hour of midnight instead of 1 a. m. 
as previously. This order was an- 
nounced by the Newton License Com- 
mission last Friday. Furthermore, all 
drinking in restaurants and clubs sell- 
ing liquor must cease at midnight. In 
some places it had been the practice 
to serve patrons with liquor just be- 
fore the closing hour for sales at 1 
a. m., and then the patrons were per- 
mitted to take their time drinking 
the liquor thus ordered. Persons in 
this city having licenses to dispense 
liquor on the premises have been noti- 
fied by the Commission of tho State 
law which forbids the playing of music 
on Sundays in their places of busi- 
ness; and this law applies to radios. 

At a meeting held this week by the 
organization composed of owners of 
lunch rooms and stores selling al- 
coholic beverages in Newton, it was 
voted not to sell beer or ale in the 
future in pitchers. This rule was es- 
tablished recently in Waltham and 
Watertown. This will prevent the or- 
dering of beer shortly before the clos- 
ing time for sales by persons who 
would take such a method to circum- 
vent the closing hour. It also pre- 
vents customers who have been re- 
fused more beer by lunch room man- 
agers. from obtaining it from a pitcher 
sold to some other customer. The 
Beverage Dealers Association also 
voted that its members shall not al- 
low the playing of music, including 
radios, after 9:30 p. m. in their places 
of business. 

It was suggested by some of the 
owners of package goods stores that 
the dispensing of liquor in Newton 
by common victuallet s net be allowed 
on Sundays. This suggestion, appar- 
ently was not impelled by altruistic 
motives and did uot meet with the 
approval of the common victuallers. 


New Bulletin Boards at 

Newton Centre 


Two new bulletin boards for the 
use of the public have been placed 
by the Newton Centre Improvement 
Association at the corner of Langley 
road and Union street and on the Cen- 
tre street side of the playground. The 
hoards state that the annual dues of 
the Association are $1.00 per year 
and bear the legend that they are 
to he used for Newton Centre activi- 
ties only, except by permission. The 
new boards are attractive in appear- 
ance and are a great improvement 
over the dilapidated ones which they 
have replaced. 


Recent announcements and the cir- 
culation of nomination papers has re- 
vealed that Newton’s four Represen- 
tatives in the State Legislature will 
all seek re-nomination at the com- 
ing State Primaries in September. 

Speaker of the House Leverett Sal- 
tonstall, who was a potential candi- 
date for either Governor or Lieuten- 
and Governor prior to the Republican 
convention in Worcester last month 
announced his intentions to return to 
the House for a fourth term as Speak- 
er as a move toward party harmony. 
This action preceded the convention 
endorsement of the Republican state 
ticket clearing up a situation which 
had been unsettled for many months 
and leaving the field clear for adop- 
tion of the Bacon-Haigis slate to head 
the list. Yesterday Representative 
Clarence S. Luitwieler of Newton 
Highlands, announced his intention of 
seeking re-election. He has served the 
5th Middlesex district which includes 
the three wards on the South side of 
Newton. Wards 4. 5, 6. along with 
Speaker Saltonstall for ten years. For 
the past several terms Rep. Luitwie- 
ler has been chairman of the Com- 
mittee on State .Administration. 

In the 4th Middlesex District which 
includes the four wards on the North 
side of the city. Wards 1. 2, 3 and 7, 
nomination papers are being circula- 
ted for the re-nomination of Repre- 
sentatives William B. Baker of West 
Newton and Warren K. Brimblecom 
of Newtonville. Rep. Baker has served 
eight years and during that time has 
been a member of the highly impor- 
tant committee on Ways and Means. 
He is regarded as one of the most 
able legislators on that committee 
and in the entire General Court. Rep. 
Brimblecom, who is the publisher of 
the Newton Graphic, recently com- 
pleted his first term as a member of 
the Newton delegation and was clerk 
of the Committee on Power and 
Light. He is also secretary-treasurer 
of the Middlesex County Republican 
I.egislaiors’ Club composed of the 
thirty-seven Republican members 
from this county.

Nutation Twitta Vines 
The tduleiicy of certain vines to 
twist and lierui is due to a cliaracter-

stance, tills growili tendency or the 
stimulation of it, travels around tlie 
stem, with the result tliat the stem 
Is constantly twisting ns it lengthens. 
In the case of certain plants, such ns 
the crocus and the tulip, the petals 
are very susceptible to temperature 
changes. Wlien it is warm tlie outer 
side of the petal grows faster, caus- 
ing the blo.s.som to open, but with low- 
ered temperature the petals are drawn 
together. This, of course, explains 
the opening and closing of the flow- 
ers night and morning.

Rocky Mountains Did Not 

Exist Ages and Ages Ago 

Geologists say tliat (100, 000, (XK) years 
ago tliere wore no Rocky mountains. 
Rather, says a writer In the Phllndel-’ 
pliln Record, a huge and pacific sea 
stretched southward from the Arctic 
ocean across this now richer terri- 
tory and perhaps joined anotlier long 
bay advancing from Arizona. 

I Then the West began to rise. What 
I was once the floor of sens became 
• low plains and swamps. Armored dl- 
^ nosnurs provided with queer beaks ond 
horns wandered over all those swamps 
grubbing for roots and eating leaves 
which looked like palms. Other di- 
nosaurs tried to catch and eat their 
cousins. 

Then terrific earthquakes began. 
Swamps shook and became hills; 
hills were bent nniF tossed Into moun- 
tain ranges. In the end they stood 
ns two mountain ranges where there 
once were muddy bays and swamps. 

Much later glaciers appeared. These 
began ns snow fields among the peaks. 
Then the snow froze into Ice, and 
began td creep downhill. As It moved 
it tore off blocks of rock, using them 
as planes and chisels to dig valleys 
deeper and steeper cliffs. At Inst, 
joining in huge ice streams, tliey 
carved deep canyons through the 
ranges and thus made their way to 
the plains. 

Where two canyons were dug close 
together they left steep walls of rock. 
But they often out through these 
walls, leaving sharp triangular mouu 
tains. 

Visitors to Glacier National park 
rany trace these records of the past. 
The color of the rock formations tells 
the story of geologic change. 

The buff beds tell of a time dis- 
turbed by many storms. The green 
ones mean shallower water.s, with 
periods when great mud flats lay 
bare and steaming in the sun. Red 
rocks mean ever greater shoals, per- 
haps with periods when the sea dis- 
appeared and streams flooded what 
once were bays. 


Music in the U. S. Army 

Started With First War 

The first musicians used in the 
American army were the flfers and 
drummers of the Revolutionary war, 
according to a writer In the United 
States Army Recruiting News. Led 
by the fifer-major and the drum- 
mer-major. they furnished martial mu- 
sic for ail military ceremonies. The 
drummers also sounded the various 
military "calls” which now are per- 
formed by bugler.s. 

The earliest available record of the 
forming of military bands of music 
may be found In the “Laws for the 
Regulation and Government of the Mi- 
litia of the (Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts," which rends: "Passed by 
Act of Congres^ May 8, 1702, and 
amended by Act of March 2, 1803, sec- 
tion 14. Be It further enacted that 
each brigadier general or command- 
ing officer of brigade be authorized, by 
voluntary enlistment, to raise and or- 
ganize a band of musk: in each brigade 
and when so raised to Issue warrants 
to them accordingly." 

Shortly thereafter the West Point 
Military academy band was organized. 
Louis G. Elson, the historian, tells us 
that: “Early in the Nineteenth cen- 
tury the West Point band was held to 
be the best In the country.” It con- 
sisted of five clarinets, two flutes, two 
French horns, one bassoon, one trump- 
et, one trombone, one bugle and one 
drum (fourteen in all). The famous 
United States .Marine band came Into 
being also at the beginning of the 
Nineteenth century and boasted an in- 
strumentation of two oboes, two clari- 
nets, two French horns, one bassoon 
and one drum. 


Home Life in Tibet 
In Tibet religion dominates the life 
of the people ns nowliere else on earth, 
yet weddings are without benefit of 
clergy. Marriage is not a holy sacra- 
ment, writes Harrison Forman, in Cos- 
mopolitan. In tills strange land exist, 
side by side, more kinds of marriage 
than anywliere el.se — and fewer di- 
vorces. The Tibetan woman may di- 
vorce her husband, or husbands, mere- 
ly by rejoining lier family, which will 
welcome her gladly — and she will have 
attained a higher marriage valuer and 
yet few Tibetan women "walk out.” 
Ostensibly, tlie Tibetan man is domi- 
nant; a swastibuckling figure, armed 
with sword, rifle and. spear ; Journey- 
ing far, for festivals, robbery, hunting 
and trading. Woman keeps the family 
clothed, the larder filled and the home 
fires burning — in a yak-hair tent. 


Warthog Back* Into Home 

There is one animal which always 
goes into its home backward. This 
suspicious creature, which fears to 
take its eyes from the possible ap- 
proach of enemies as it enters its bur- 
row, is the African wurthog. Tlie 
warthog is so ugly that one writer has 
described it us "more like the incarnu 
tion of some hideous dreum titan any 
other living animal.” It is a distant 
cousin of tiie domestic pig. It gets its 
name from warty protuberances on Its 
face, whicli are espeeiully marked on 
the male. — Field Museum News. 


Drugs Obtained From Toads 
The undent Chinese obtained the 
powerful drug digitalis and u form 
of adrenalin from the toad by putting 
pepper in its moutli so tliat tlie animal 
would secrete the drugs from its skin.

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ANOTHER RISE IN AUTO INSURANCE RATES 


It is expected that another rise in automobile insurance 
rates will be announced early this fall to cover the year of 
1935. This rise is due to the increased automobile accidents in 
1933 over previous yeap. Auto insurance rates are based on 
a scale taking into consideration the accidents of five previous 
years and whereas 1932 showed a reduction in the number of 
accidents over the previous figures and a reduction in rates 
was made possible in some zones for this year an increase of 
over seven thousand accidents in 1933 brings about a pros- 
pective raise. There are many angles to the question of com- 
pulsory automobile insurance and there are many opinions also. 
So much so that a special session of the Legislature a few years 
ago accomplished nothing after several weeks of discussion. 
There are proponents of a flat-rate for the entire State which as 
far as Newton automobile drivers are concerned means little, 
if any, saving. On the other hand a uniform rate would boost the 
rates of the small-town owner while reducing the rate of the 
city owner where the accident hazard is greater. There are 
proponents of a State fund insurance system of administration 
which would mean the setting up of another division in the 
Motor Vehicle Department. In the end this system, while it 
might mean a reduction in automobile insurance rates, would 
undoubtedly be offset by a considerable increase in the cost 
of administration. It is generally conceded that the setting up 
of additional divisions and bureaus of state administration is far 
more costly than anticipated at first. These are but a few of the 
many major problems which must be faced. Meanwhile the best 
and most reliable way to lower insurance costs is to bend every 
effort toward the reduction of accidents. Automobile insurance 
is like any other form of insurance — the greater the safe- 
guards the lower the premiums. 


A UNIQUE POLITICAL SITUATION 

In North Dakota there is a unique political situation — one 
which the country has never experienced before — and one of 
great interest. Governor Langer of North Dakota was one of 
five convicted by a Federal jury on a charge of defrauding the 
United States by soliciting from welfare workers funds which 
were to be used in a political campaign. The conviction was 
returned shortly before the primaries in which Gov. Langer was 
a candidate for renomination on the Republican ticket. The 
Federal Judge on the case postponed sentence until after the 
primaries in which the Governor received an overwhelming en- 
dorsement. Strong efforts were made by the Lieutenant Govern- 
or of the State to oust his chief from office but failed. Later the 
Governor appealed the sentence of eighteen months in prison 
and a fine of ten thousand dollars. The State Supreme Court 
recently decided, four to one, that the Governor was not en- 
titled to office, whereupon the latter proclaimed martial law in 
the State and defied further efforts to remove him as military 
law takes precedence over civil law. Governor Langer has been 
in political trouble for nearly six months and has brought 
about the situation wherein the Legi.slative and Executive 
branches are now arrayed against the Judicial. Inasmuch as 
the intent of the founders of the country set up the three 
branches of government to serve as a check upon each other 
the solution of the present checkmate is of more than a little 
interest to the students of political economy. 


AN INSPIRING SIGHT 

One of the most inspiring .sights we have witnessed recently 
was in Provincetown Harbor where over thirty of Uncle Sam’s 
naval armada is quartered as a base for manoeuvres off the : 
Atlantic coa.st in the next several weeks. It is not a que.stion of 
patriotism, of pacifism or of militarism, when one views these I 
vessels. The outline of the vessels mid.st a blanketing fog and 
the lifting of this curtaili to reveal a flotilla of warships glist- 
ening in the sun upon the bosom of deep blue and a background 
of lighter blue is one to thrill the blood of every citizen of 
these United States — “the land of the free and the home of the 
brave.” i 


THE VICTORS RETURN 

Tomorrow evening members and friends of the Newton Lodge 
of Elks will meet the drill team at the Newtonville railroad 
station. They were victors in the national rituali.stic conte.st at 
Kansas City. The Newton drill team competed a. gainst ten 
other teams from various parts of the country and for the sec- , 
ond succe.ssive year captured the trophy. One more victory and 
the emblematic trophy will become the permanent po.ssession 
of the local organization. We are all proud of the achieve- 
ment of the drill team and wish them every success as they 
look ahead to another victory in 1935. | 


THE SUSPENSE IS NEARLY OVER 

With July nearing its end we come to the realization that 
the tax rate for the present year will soon be announced. With 
an increase in the State tax, an increa.se of many thousands of 
dollars in the cost of snow removal la.st winter, and many other 
exigencies to be provided for it probably will not be possible to 
maintain the present rate in the City of Newton. There seems 
to be every indication of somewhat of a rise although it is 
possible that the city officials will be able to keep the rise in 
the rate to a minimum. At any rate the suspense will soon be 
over.

! DRIVE AS YOU WOULD HAVE OTHERS DRIVE 

The collective opinion of a group of .seasoned drivers in Mas- 
I .sachusetts who operate their automobiles more than twenty- 
I five thousand miles a year and who wore organized by the 
I Governor’s Committee on Street and Highway Safety several 
months ago, was made public this week and it provides much of 
intere.st regarding the automobile accident problem. The rt'sult 
of the questionnaire as to these drivers’ personal experiences 
reveals their belief in the necessity for more rigorous re(iuire- 
ments for inspection of motor vehicles and .still more enforce- 
ment activity by police. Although some of the sugge.stions made 
by these drivers are impractical we believe that there is much 
of interest in the report to every driver of an automobile. There 
are various practises which every careful driver sub-consciously 
adheres to and to condense the advice into a brief slogan would 
be “drive as you would have others drive.” 


A USUAL ACCOMPANIMENT 

As time goes on it develops that the depression of the last 
few years is similar to tho.se of previous decades except per- 
haps it has been more intense and prolonged. The news re- 
ports of strikes in various indu.stries and business in many parts 
of the country are .similar in many respects to those experienced 
in previous depre.ssions. We trust that the strike situations will 
not also be more intense and prolonged. Regardle.ss of what 
line of intelligent reasoning one may follow there is the old 
familiar cycle. While capital and labor are at odds it would 
be well to stop and realize that the only road to recovery is for 
a united effort on the part of both. Neither can exist without 
the other and attempts to profit at the other’s expense can only 
go for naught with great hardship to all.

The Three-Cornered Contest In The 
Third Councillor District 


The Governor’s Council contest 
shapes up at this writinp as a very 
lively scrap. Frank A. Brooks of Wa- 
tertown naturally has the poll, for he 
was first in the field and is unques- 
tionably the best known candidate. 
For eighteen years he has been 
Chairman of the State Board of Pa- 
role, one of the most important ad- 
ministrative positions in the State. A 
close friend of Calvin Coolidge. he 
was appointed and reappointed by 
Governors McCall. Coolidge. Cox. Ful- 
ler. and Allen. 

Next we have Miss Margaret Mc- 
Gill of Newtonville, the local candi- 
date. who will presumably rely large- 
ly on the women of the district to put 
her over. Miss McGill has had wide 
experience In the educational field, 
and has been an important factor in 
the various women’s clubs. Including 
the political organizations. At pres- 
ent she is on the Republican City 
Committee. She is especially popu- 
lar In Newton, where she taught 
^ school for many years, but Is haiuli- 
capped in the other eighteen cities and 
towns by not being as well known to 
the voters as Brooks. 

Third and last— up to date, anyway 
—we have that genial and perpetual 
, ofllceseeker, the very personable Rus- 
sell A. Wood of Cambridge. Wood is 
' an old Bull .Mooser, and has run sev- 
eral times for Secretary of State. In 
11)12, when Eugene N. Foss (Dem.) 
was elected Governor. Wood polled 
93.21»3 votes, but Frank J. Donahue 
(Dem.) ot Boston, now a Judge of the 
, Superior Court, was elected with 16(5.- 
591 votes. Albert P. Langtry (Rep.), 
of Springfield polled 162,344. I cite 
this bit of ancient history because it 
represents to my mind, the high spot 
of Wood’s lengthy and varied politi- 
cal career. He has served In the 
I I.,eglslature and on the Cambridge 
: School Committee as well as other 
minor offices, but the big time tent has 
j somehow worried along without him. 
He ran for Governor’s Council two 
years a"go, when there were six can- 
didates In the field: Mrs. Andrews, the 
present incumbent; Arthur W. Blake- 
more of Newton, the runner-up; 
Wood, in third place; and three rela- 
tively unknown Boston candidates. 
Clyde H. Anderson, William A. Fish- 
er, and Alfred W. Gwlnnell. The vote 
in the 1932 primary was us follows: 

Mrs. Andrews 11,912 

Blakemore 9,423 

Wood 8,522 

Fisher 3,692 

Anderson 3.155 

Gwlnnell 2,916 

Now for a few comments on the 
three candidates, their strength and 
their weakness. Frank A. Brooks, ac- 
cording to an ardent admirer who has 
followed his career closely for nearly 
twenty years, is a most unusual type 
of public servant. First, lust, and all 
the time he has courage. And if you 
don’t think that courage Is an unusual 
(luulity in a public olliceholder, ask 
some newspaper man. Don’t take my 
word for it. Of course, Brooks is not 
a politician, — asset No. 2. He has had 
a Herculean Job and he has done it 
as near 100% as anyone could ask. 
Imagine a man being importuned by 
scores of people every day for IS 
years, all witii an axe to grind, all 
seeking the parole of husband, wife, 
sweetheart, son, etc. Many pleas, of 
course, were based on sentiment and 
the natural desire of a close friend or 
relative to secure tlie pardon of some- 
one dear to them. What success did 
the "fix it” gentry, including lawyers, 
politicians, and others, have? None 
whatsoever. Brooks could be adumanl 
even W’ith the Governor of tlie State. 
It was the record tliat counted in the 
main. In that respect he was like A1 
Smitii, who used to say, "Let us look 
at the record.” 

Brooks is, of course, well on In 
years, — a possible handicap, — although 
I question if either of his opponents 
will find it expedient to make that an 
issue. He has made enemies by the 


score, thank God! Would that more 
of our State legislators and National 
Congressmen had enough Intestinal 
fortitude to make occasional enemies, 
especially around election time. 

Miss McGill comes next. She stands 
ace high in Newton, w’hich has ap- 
proximately 32,000 registered voters 
out of 172,000 in the entire Third 
Councillor District. She has strong 
backing in the Republican City Com- 
mittee. in the women’s clubs, and in 
educational quarters. Hundreds of 
New'ton High School alumni will vote 
for her for old times’ sake. Miss 
McGill is capable, beyond doubt. Her 
I. Q. (intelligence quota — army term) 
is considerably above par. She is 
fair, broad-minded, and anxious to 
serve. To those who have expressed 
an objection to me regarding the 
presence of a woman on the Gov- 
ernor’s Council, I have Invariably re- 
plied that there might be a valid ar- 
gument along those lines, but if there 
la to be a woman on the Council, we 
would go a long way before Hading a 
better candidate. 

Miss McGill will, quite naturally, 
be handicapped as well as helped by 
the endorsement of Mrs. Andrews, 
whom she seeks to succeed. Unfor- 
tunately, Mrs, Andrews has made a 
great many enemies while on the 
Council, and candor Impels me to 
state that the gradual accumulation 
ot these enemies does not appear to 
he a cause for congratulation, as in 
the case of Mr. Brooks. Then, too, 
I suppose there are still some people, 
including a number of politicians, w’lio 
question whether years of experience 
teaching school constitute an asset in 
the Held of larger statesmanship. 

As for Wood, his chief assets are 
his optimism, energy, and persistence: 
and his greatest weakness is the fact 
that he has been running around in 
political circles for years without ar- 
riving at any of his major destina- 
tions. 

My guess is that it will be a pretty 
close fight between Frank A. Brooks 
and Miss McGill, with Wood taking 
about as many votes from one as 
from the other.

The serious labor trouble at San 
Francisco is but added evidence of 
the fact that we are living in hectic 
times. 


Propaganda spread for tlie purpose 
of giving tlie impression to the pub- 
lic tliat tile trouble on the PaclHc 
coast is a (’ommunlstic uprising will 
do much more liarm than good, even 
to tile interests wlilch resort to such 
propaganda. Tlie widespread strikes 
at San Francisco and elsewliere are 
participated in for the most part by 
workers who are ojiposed to (’onimun 
ism. It would be well for those wlio 
are trying to drag a "Red" herring 
across the trail to remember tliat 
wlille "you can fool some of the peo- 
ple all of the time, you can’t fool all 
of the people all of the time.” 


An interesting petition recently 
Hied with the (’ity Clerk for consid- 
eration by the Board of Aldermen is 
that from residents of Solon st., New- 
ton Highlands. This is a short street 
which runs from 1320 to 1352 Walnut 
St., south of the Worcester turnpike in 
a new section. Tlie petition asks that 
the name of the street be changed to 
Solon rd. No reason is given for the 
petition, so the Inference must be 
drawn that the petitioners regard 
"road” as more euphonious or high- 
toned than "street.” The petition 
also requests that a sign be placed 
on the turnpike at Walnut st. direct- 
ing persons to Solon st. While this 
latter request would aid visitors to 
find their friends residing on Solon 
st., it is doubtful if it will be grant- 
ed. If such a precedent were estab- 
lished, and all short side streets 
which run from streets leading off the 
main thoroughfares of the city were 
given such direction service, what a 
collection of signs would be located 
at many points along Washington, 
Beacon and other streets, as well as 
Commonwealth ave. and the Worces- 
ter turnpike. ^ 


Generalissimo Hugh Johnson, the 
"miracle worker” of the NRA, is con- 
stituting himself more and more an 
authority on all subjects. Our opin- 
ion is— that Mr. Johnson will eventu- 
ally yap himself into innocuous 
desuetude. 

Ralph W. Robart of Cambridge is 
an enterprising, ambitious, young 
man. He is willing to run for pub- 
lic office at almost anytime. And it 
does not seem to make much dif- 
ference just what the office is — pro- 
vided it is an Important office. Mr. 
Robart’s latest candidacy is for the 
office of Sheriff of Middlesex County. 


Self-preservation Is one of the first 
laws of human nature. Because of 
the failure of constituted authorities 
to do their duty in preserving hu- 
mans from destruction by automobiles, 
one cannot be blamed for concluding 
that individuals must take measures 
to protect themselves from this con- 
stantly Increasing method of murder- 
ing human beings. No matter how 
llagrant or inexcusable the killing, 
almost invariably the offender is 
either not indicted for manslaughter, 
or if Indicted, is found not guilty. A 
few years ago a United States sen- 
ator asserted that persons must take 
the law into their own hands to dis- 
courage killings and maimings by 
reckless drivers of automobiles, and 
that one would be justified in shoot- 
ing any such driver. The writer had 
the same idea even before reading 
this declaration by the Senator. And 
the Increased ruthlessness of many 
drivers on highways hasn’t caused us 
to abandon this thought. We didn’t 
have a pistol, but if the dastard who 
grazed our old car last Saturday af- 
ternoon had hit it and caused any 
injuries to a couple of friends riding 
with us, or ourself, we would have 
felt impelled to have used any hefty 
tool we could grab out of our car to 
wallop him, had we tlie opportunity. 
We won’t admit being atavistic or an 
abysmal brute. But, when such au- 
toists as he are coddled by those paid 
to enforce the law, the only resort 
seems to be a reversion to primitive 
methods. 

We were driving easterly on Route 
117 about one-half mile this side of 
Nine Acres Corner in Concord. Four 
cars approached from the other di- 
rection. Despite the fact that the 
road there is only of a two-car width, 
has a rather steep grade and a curve, 
the driver of the fourth car jumped 
the other three, and travelling at a 
speed of at least 60 miles per hour 
squeezed between them and our car. 


In connection with the information 
that 25 persons were killed by auto- 
mobiles, in Massachusetts last week. 
Registrar of Motor Velilcles Ryan 
called attention to the excessive speed 
at which busses are operated on our 
higiiways. He said in part: 

A speeding death-dealing bus in the 
Worcester district besides several pre- 
vious bus accidents, resulting in fatali- 
ties, call public attention to the grow- 
ing menace of this type of velilcle. Bus 
drivers and the companies paying 
them are assuming tliat tlie highways 
were built for their express benefit 
to drive at 60 miles an hour, and that 
all others must yield them the riglit 
of way. How long will the motoring 
public that pays millions every year 
for tlie use of the highways stand for 
that, and for the threat of injury or 
death whenever they meet a bus on 
tlie road'/ As far us lies in my power, 

I shall do everything possible to stop 
the reckless driving of bus operators. 

For years many citizens, particularly 
tliose will) operate cars on the high- 
ways, have wondered why Stale police 
permit the operation of busses, par- 
ticularly iutorstale busses at speeds 
of 50 and 60 miles per hour on State 
highways. Drivers of these busses 
have to drive at higli speed to main- 
tain (heir schedules. If they don’t 
muintuin schedules, tliey lose their 
jobs. As Mr. Ryan coinmented, the 
big busses travel at 60 miles an hour. 
Wliy liavo they been permitted to doj 
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so in years past? Why do the State 
Police permit them to continue to do 
so This is a big traffic menace 
that General Needham can assist in 
stopping. 


Pages and columns of newspapers 
used to tell details of the search for 
and recovery of one missing little 
child in New York. A paragraph or 
two concerning each of 26 persons 
killed last week by automobiles in 
Massachusetts. And a number of 
these persons had several dependents. 
Queer state of affairs, isn’t it 


Residents of Newton have been con- 
cerned, naturally, as to the conduct 
of liquor traffic in this city. Since 
the repeal of the 18th Amendment 
went into effect last year, and New- 
ton voted to grant licenses for the 
sale of alcoholic beverages, for the 
first time in this city’s history. It has 
been interesting to observe the re- 
sults. The large majority of those 
who received licenses to dispense beer 
and wine on their premises have sin- 
cerely endeavored to co-operate in 
conducting their ))laces In a proper 
manner. A few have not. Some of 
these have been disciplined. Two or 
three lunch rooms dispensing beer 
and wine (and very little of the lat- 
ter beverage is being sold) can give 
a black eye to all beer dispensing 
places in this city. If the License 
Commission and the police co-operate, 
it should be a comparatively easy mat- 
ter to eliminate the undesirables, 
either by suspending their licenses, 
or revoking them. The majority of 
licensees should not be penalized be- 
cause of a few. 

The proposal to stop the dispensing 
of beer in Newton on Sunday after- 
noons and evenings, which, we under- 
stamr emanated in part from owners 
of stores for the sale of Jiquor in 
packages in this city, has a selfish 
tinge. It is our personal belief that 
such a rule would do more harm than 
good. It would not result in the 
sale by package stores here of beer 
or ale in any quantity. It would re- 
sult in many persons in the Newtons 
who now drink ale or beer in modera- 
tion, re.sorting to the use of alcohol 
or other strong beverages on Sundays, 
with more drunkenness. The increase 
in drunkenness since the 18th Amend- 
ment was repealed is caused not by 
the use of malt beverages, but by the 
use of straight alcohol, whiskey and 
gin. The rule adopted in Newton the 
past week to stop the sale of heer 
in pitchers should help in lessening 
the possibility of men becoming drunk 
in places where beer is dispensed. 
Drink addicts have, in loosely con- 
ducted lunch rooms, been "spiking” 
beer in pitchers with alcohol, thus 
making a mixture which resulted in 
those quaffing it to become soused. 

On the whole, those dispensing heer 
In this city, seem to be making a real 
effort to conduct this business so as 
to make it as unobjectionable as pos- 
sible. Incidentally, the GRAPHIC has 
refused to accept liquor advertlso- 
ments and has passed up considerable 
revenue by doing so. 


Rates are again to Increase on com- 
pulsory liability insurance. This is 
real delightful Information for the 
hundreds of thousands of automobile 
owners in Massachusetts. Wliy does 
the cost of this type of Insurance, al- 
ready very high, keep liicroaslng. 
Two reasons, one, the constant in- 
crease in the speed at which automo- 
biles are operated on our highways. 
Unnecessary speed, caused by the de- 
sire on the part of men and women 
to "show off.” by their inclination to 
drive hell-bent without any real need. 
To hasten as if life and death depend- 
ed on getting some place in a great 
hurry, and then loaf. The second, 
and perhaps more Important cause 
of Increase’d Insurance rates is the 
practice of supposedly honest men and 
women deliberately faking injuries 
and obtaining sums which aggregate 
millions of dollars for imaginary In- 
juries received In automobile accl- 
•louts. These men and women arc 
neighbors and possibly relatives of 
yours. They would resent being 
called thieves: but what else are they 
when they take false oaths and He. 
When they pretend to have received 
Injuries so that they may collect sub- 
stantial damage claims, the money 
for such damages coming from the

Pygmy Tribesmen Form 

Order of Lion Hunters 

Lions abound In the greatest num- 
bers In the central part of Africa, 
which country is .shared by a tribe of 
pygmies. Thej^e little people are com- 
pelled to protect themselves against 
the raids of the lions, and for this 
purpose tlie tribesmen who have been 
tried and wlio Imve proven their valor, 
are organized Into a group, always 
ready for the call to duty. These men 
live apart from the others, and when 
one of the animals makes Its appear- 
ance the lion hunters prepare for the 
fray by dre.ssing themselves for the 
occasion. They don a headdress of 
ostrich feathers and a sort of a cape 
of the same, and with shield and spear 
they go out to meet the Hon. When 
located they form a circle about the 
lion and then move In. gradually clos- 
ing up until the animal Is closely sur- 
rounded. There Is no escape, and the 
animal Is forced to start the fighting, 
which Is fast and furious. The king 
of beasts Is finally overcome, and then 
a noisy demonstration takes place In 
the shape of a wild dance. It gen- 
erally happens that several of the 
hunters are wounded, and not Infre- 
quently one or more may be killed. 
The scars which are accumulated In 
these hunts are badges of honor. The 
Ilona exist entirely upon a meat diet, 
and the Inroads made upon the other 
animals Is considerable, for a Hon must 
make a "kill" every two days to ap- 
pease Its hunger. 


West Africa No Longer 

Submerged in Darkness 

Many changes may be noted as evi- 
dence of Improved social conditions In 
West Africa. Cannibalism Is nearly 
extinct. Slavery is waning. Fetishism 
Is greatly decreased. Most of the 
harmful secret societies are practical- 
ly dead. Tribal wars may be said to 
be at an end. Murder Is very rare, as 
compared with Its frequency In the 
United Slates. Polygamy Is very great- 
ly decreased. The language has been 
reduced to writing and the New Testa- 
ment, portions of the Old Testament 
and many textbooks have been printed. 
The majority of the young men and 
hoys, and some thousands of women 
and girls can read and write. Young 
women have more freedom os to school 
and marriage, and some are taking 
nurses’ training courses; some become 
teachers, and others dressmakers. 
Time was wi)en all days were alike. 
The Introduction of the Sabbath was a 
novelty to the people, and has prov- 
en a great blessing. Last year’s sta- 
tistics showed that the attendance at 
Sunday school averaged 04,000. — New 
York Sun. 


Egyptian Stone Cutters 

Despite prevailing Impression’s to 
the contrary, the ancient Egyptians 
discovered and used hardened steel 
in stone-cutting. Scientists, who have 
made extensive Investigations of the 
Egyptian stone carvings, can refute 
what most writers on the subject say, 
that before 1,300 B. C. the Egyptians 
did not have Iron or steel tools. To 
deny the use or steel for stone-cut- 
ting by the ancient Egyptians Is, to a 
steel mctallurgi.st, almost like deny- 
ing the cutting Itself, for hardened 
steel Is the only substance known to 
man which could have served the pur- 
pose. Before the dawn of history the 
Egyptians made airazing progres.s, 
for they were able to produce beau- 
tifully carved statues of hard stone 
and such a pile as the 200-foot high 
stepped pyramid of Sakkara. 


Origin of Famous Saying 
"When Greeks Joined Greeks, then 
was the tug of war,” Is from the 
fourth act of a tragedy In blank verse 
entitled "The Rival Queens, or the 
Death of Alexander the Great," and 
written In 1077 by Nathaniel Lee. an 
English dramatist, says Jl'athfinder 
Magazine. This play made the au- 
thor’s reputation and remained a fa- 
vorite on the English stage until the 
time of Edmund Kean. The line In 
question refer.s to the stubborn re- 
sistance made by the Greek cities to 
the armies of Philip of Macedon and 
his son, Alexander the Great. "When 
Greek meets Greek" now' Is employe<l 
to suggest that when two courageous 
men or armies fight the contest Is 
likely to be a severe one. 


Souvenirs of 1918 

A band conductor of the famoM 
Rainbow division was among first or- 
ganizations of the army of occupa- 
tion to move up and he related the 
following story : 

As the train pulled Into Metz, the 
station master, with all pomp and 
whatnot, dolled up In brass buttons 
and epaulets, stood fit to drive a 
present-day motor bus.

When the engine tooted 
and the boys ciurnbereil aboard, there 
stood the station master, no buttons 
or epuulet*.s on his uniform and hli 
"punts" gone. 


Motion Picture Vision 
"Persistence of vision," in motion 
picture parlance, means that the eye 
retains a single visual Impression for 
about one-sixteenth of a second. Mo- 
tion picture projection Is therefore a 
series of pictures thrown upon the 
screen at Intervals of approximately 
one-sixteenth of a second. Because 
the Interval between these pictures 
synchronizes approximately with the 
duration of vision, the projected wo- 
tlou picture gives the Illusion of actual 
movement instead of appearing to the 
eye as a series uf unconnected pi«- 
tures. 


Dtocleitinn’s Palace la 

Survival of Roman Epoch 

The first of the great "show places" 
of the Pnlmntinn Riviera Is Split (Spa- 
Into), a town of ,'10,fi00 Inlmhltnnts. 
The city has n history running buck to 
the tlmfs of the Roman empire. It 
was the favorite residence of the Em 
peror niocletinn (himself a Dalma- 
tian by birth), who built a magnificent 
palace there. This palace, with Its 
baths and temples, la one of the moat 
Interesting survivals of the Roman pe- 
riod. 

The palace Is of rectangular form 
and is 210 meters long and 170 meters 
wide. It Is entered by three gates, 
on the north by the Golden Gate (Por- 
ta Auron), on the west by the Iron 
(lOte (Poft* Ferra) and on the east 
by the Slher Gate (Porta Argenta). 
Each of these gates Is flanked by two 
octagonal towers. There w’as yet an- 
other gate on the southern front, lead- 
ing to the sea, and adorned with .'>0 
columns, part of which Is still to he 
seen. A quadrangular tower defcndcti 
each corner of the palace. 

The most beautiful portion of the 
building is the open peristyle, still 
serving as the vestibule of the mau- 
soleum of the great emperor (now 
the Cathedral) and to the Temple of 
Jupiter (now the Baptistery). The 
classic beauty of these buildings and 
the decorative architecture of the Por- 
ta Aurea, the Loggia and the arcade 
of the southern facade and, last but 
not least, the marvelous subterranean 
constructions excite the •dmiratlon, 
nut only of toniriats but also of engi-

In the Stratosphere 

The earth's atmosphere is dlvldeu 
into two distinct layers, the lower one 
the troposphere, extends from sea lev 
el up to a height of perhaps six or sev 
en miles, above which lies the strat 
ospliere, extending to an unknowi 
height. These two layers of atmo 
sphere differ from each other in sev 
eral respects, notably temperature 
The stratosphere has a comparative 
ly uniform temperature. Its lowei 
portion is supposed to have a systeii 
of winds unlike that prevailing in thi 
troposphere. Higher up there is prob 
ably little or no wind and under suci 
conditions the gases of the atmosphen 
would tend to arrange themselves ac 
cording to their relative weights, tin 
lighter above and the heavier below 
thus, the composition of the highei 
atmosphere Is believed to vary will 
altitude.

at Seville, but in 1542 It was removed 
with that of his son Diego, to be In 
terred In the Cathedral of Snn Domin 
go Hispaniola (Haiti). When that 
island was ceded to the French In 1751 
<» transfer was again made to th* 
Cathe *.ral of Havana, and after Spain’.- 
loss of Cuba In 181)8 the bones of fa 
ther and son were taken buck to Se 
ville and plncpd In the eoMiedral.

The Andes are but part of the rldgo 
that extends from Cape Horn to Alaska, 
acro.ss the Aleutians to Siberia and 
down the Asiatic coast to Japan, the 
Philippines, New Guinea and New 
Zealand.

Maltese Dog May Be Most 

Ancient of Toy Variety 

EfTorts have Iummi nuido to uccll- 
mntloz the .Maltose dog In the United 
States, blit the American climate 
seems iinsuited to long-haired dogs, 
whose coats and general beauty de- 
teriorate, according to an authority In 
the Ix)s Angeles 'rimes. 

Pampering nml coddling for cen- 
turies caused him to be considered 
merely nn ornament, a "meet play-fel- 
low for mincing Indies" . . . the 
favorite of great ladles of Imperial 
Rome. Aristotle alluded to him, three 
hundred years before Christ, establish- 
ing his ns the most ancient of all toy 
breeils. He is shown, always with 
ladles, but not always complimentnrlly. 
In the work of many Venetian painters. 
Verone.se portrayed him In two of his 
most famous paintings. "The Presen- 
tation of His Own F'nmlly to the Ma- 
donna" (at Dresilen) and "The Queen 
of Sheba Before Solomon" (at Turin). 
Of three islands bearing the ancient 
name Melita, now called Malta, It Is 
generally believed he came from the 
Adriatfc, rather than the Mediterra- 
nean or the I.sland off the coast of 
Sicily. There is no doubt that he Is 
of European origin. 

Born smootli-coated, he does not 
show signs until four months of the 
profuse coat, that at maturity com- 
pletely covers his short cobby body of 
loss than ten pounds. The texture is 
silky and preferably straight, often 
likened to the consistency of spun 
glass. He Is not to be confused with 
ttie Toy French Poodle of like propor- 
tions, that has a shorter kinky coat. 


Dragon Was Busy Animal 

in Yellow Man’s Belief 

The dragon Is the most Important 
creature of Chinese mythology. A 
fearsome creature. Indeed, for ancient 
writers tell that It was a mixture of 
camel, stag, demon, cow, snake, clam, 
carp, eagle and tiger! 

Yet the dragon did not spend his 
time In wrongdoing, hut had a very 
busy life. To begin with. It was the 
"rain lord,” and .so controlled the 
weatlier. 

Five dragon gods had charge of the 
seasons and the divisions of the world. 
A green or bine dragon presided over 
the east and spring, a black dragon 
over the north and winter, a white 
dragon over the west and autumn, 
while two dragons, red and yellow, 
had charge of the south and summer. 
The red dragon presided over most of 
the season, but the yellow one took 
charge for the la.st month. 

The dragons reguhited light and 
darkness, and were Ilfeglvers In two 
ways. They saw that there was a .suf- 
ficient food supply, and also provided 
herbs as cures for different diseases. 


Highboy's Origin 

The highboy, a chest of drawers on 
leg.s. Is a contribution of the William 
and Mary period, but Its name Is 
French, coming from the words haut 
(high) and hois (wood). These Inter- 
esting Items of furniture design usual- 
ly had four legs In front and two in 
back, all connected by a run-around, 
flat, curved .stretcher. They were 
straight, and often an Inverted cup of 
the solid wood was part of their struc- 
ture. The inverted cup leg is a sure 
indication of the William and Mary 
period of furniture history. So, also, 
Is the double hood, or double curve 
which graced the lower fronts of high- 
boys, tall grandfather clocks, mirrors, 
etc. Slant to|) desks and chests rested 
on heavy, round, almost globe-shaped 
feet, and often the drawer fronts dis- 
played outlines made by moldings, a 
different design for each pair of draw- 
ers. The latter was typically Flem- 
ish. The characteristic drawer pulls 
were the pear drop handles. 


Prehiitoric Survival 

South America has a type of arma- 
dillo which has been declared by nat- 
uralists to be an attenuated survival 
of a prehistoric monster. There liave 
long been legends to the elTect that, 
In the unexplored heart of Brazil, 
there still are remnants of creatures 
which lived on earth In great num- 
bers some millions of years ago. The 
rhea leaves tracks very slndlar to 
those left in f»)ssli formations by di- 
no.saurs. The dinosaur was not a bird 
and was, In fact, a quadruped, hut 
the similarity is that both dino.suur 
of eons ago and rhea leave similar 
three-toed tracks. The African ostrich 
has but two toes. 


Hard on Teeth 

The Eskimo woman’s teeth are con- 
spicuous by their absence. They are 
practically worn down to the gums be- 
cause she chews the skins before sew- 
ing In order to .soften them and to 
have wateri)roof seams. The tough 
hide tiles the teeth down slowly but 
surely. An Ivory splinter, whittled 
down to a line point. Is used as a 
tusMlIe. Filed teeth are not cfuisidered 
a drawback in Alaska, since it is a 
foregone conclusion that a woman 
without teeth Is never a lazy woman. 


The Eiffel Tower 

The Eiffel tower Is DH-i fe«*t high. 
It was built ns one of the central at- 
tractions of the Paris exposition of 
18S9. Us d«*8igner was the Fnmch en- 
gineer AI«*xaiidre Gustave Eiffel— 
hence Its name. After the exposition 
the Frcmch government decided to pre- 
serve It, and while It'stutids chiefly as 
a monument to engineering skill and 
un uttruction for sightseers, It is also 
an important government station for 
meteorological observations and wire- 
less tolegrai)hy. 


Auto Inspection 
Should Be Made 
More Rigorous 

Seasoned Drivers Also Believe 
In More Police Enforcement 


Much more rigorous requirements 
for inspection of motor vehicles and 
still more enforcement activity by 
police, are the outstanding sugges- 
tions for greater highway safety 
agreed upon by a group of the most 
seasoned drivers in Massachusetts. 
These views represent the collective 
opinion of men who operate their 
automobiles more than 25,000 miles a 
year and who were organized into a 
"Mllers" Club by the Governor’s Com- 
mittee on "Street and Highway Safety, 
which today makes public the results 
of a questionnaire eliciting their per- 
sonal experience with the automobile 
accident problem. 

The "Twenty-five Thousand Milers” 
found an almost complete lack of ef- 
fort by police to Inform trafllc offend- 
ers how their violation of the law af- 
fected the accident situation or what 
might be the accident experience of 
the location at which the offense was 
committed. This was the principal 
complaint against oiftcers of the law. 
.Most of these veteran operators ad- 
mitted that the police who had 
stopped them, personally, for viola- 
tions were justified on nearly every 
occasion. 

More than half the ‘‘Mllers’’ cred- 
ited the police with being courteous. 
Those who offered crftlclsm, how- 
ever, were especially bitter In their 
indictment, attributing much of the 
public attitude of indifference toward 
highway hazards, to resentment at 
the surliness, arrogance and lack of 
co-operation of police officers. The 
majority of instances of discourtesy 
were attributed to local, rather than 
to State or Metropolitan Police. 

The questionnuires revealed that 
the veteran operators, us a result of 
their own experiencos. w'ero pructieu!- 
ly unanimous in favoring concentra- 
tion of effort by the police on only 
those motor vehicle law violations 
that cause the most serious uccUlents. 
They also favored the prompt appre- 
hension of motorists committing 
those offenses and speedy disposition 
of their cases, with disposal of minor 
offenses through a series of warnings. 

The importance of certain safe driv- 
ing hubils, generally slighted by most 
operators, was established by the re- 
plies to the questionuuire. Proceed- 
ing on the uHsumptlou that the "Twen- 
ty-live Thousand Mllors’’ observe the 
basic principles of good driving, the 
committee queried them only oil some 
of the causes of accidents which are 
not widely reeognized by the public 
as a whole. Following is a list of 
pructiceu of the really well-versed 
driver: 


1. Faithfully complies with traffic 
signals and stop signs, recognizing 
that the latter literally mean "stop” 
and nothing else. 

2. Observes warning signs, such as 
"curve," “hill," "school zone,” “rail- 
road.” 

3. Carries spare light bulbs. 

4. Is particular about being in the 
correct lanes for right and left turns. 

5. Gives hand signals, believing 
them to be especially important. 

6. Locks the doors, as well as igni- 
tion, when leaving the motor vehicle, 
even for a few minutes, either on the 
street or on private property. 

7. Keeps a constant check on the 
condition of the motor vehicle and its 
equipment. 

One fact brought out by the ques- 
tionnaire was that even the State’s 
most experienced operators did not 
all know the meaning of a fla.shing red 
traffic light. This corresponds exact- 
ly to an octagonal stop sign and sig- 
nifies "Stop, then enter." Also a 
number of the "Mllers" were not sure 
about a flashing green light or a flush- 
ing yellow light. The former means 
"slow down" on account of a special 
pedestrian crossing where an amber 
and yellow pedestrian light is likely 
to flash at any moment. A flashing 
yellow means caution. The shapes of 
the road signs had no significance to 
moat of the operators, as for example, 
diamond — warning ; square — informa- 
tional; octagonal — stop; round — rail- 
road crossing. 

According to the veteran operators, 
motor vehicle laws are quite adequate 
if anything, there are already too 
many of them — with the exception of 
statutes dealing with equipment. In 
fact only about one-fifth of the re- 
plies showed satisfaction with pres- 
ent inspection standards. Most of 
the "Mllers” would extend the Inspec- 
tions to include tires, rear view mir- 
rors, windshields and stop lights. A 
few would add bumpers to the list. 
Nearly all would make the Inspections 
more frequent. While about one-half 
are satisfied with the idea of a semi- 
annual inspection, the rest would have 
it at least quarterly. One suggests 
surprise inspections at irregular In- 
tervals. Several would have the 
State do the work Itself, rather than 
through garages and service stations, 
with whose work these operators 
found considerable fault. Nearly all 
the replies showed that the owners 
carefully Inspected their motor ve- 
hicles much more frequently than the 
law requires. Half of them have thor- 
ough inspections made "constantly" 
or "weekly", and a large number 
monthly and an equal number, quar- 
terly. 

The "Mllors" were two to one In 
favor of the establishment of speed 
zones with the permitted speeds 
clearly labelled on muin roud^, us In 
Rhode Island and Connecticut. Many 
of the answers revealed a feeUng that 
a copy of tile motor vehicle laws 
ought to he more readily available to 
motorists. One proimsul was that 


any change in the law ought to be 
sent out to motorists with the blanks 
for renewals of licenses. A number 
of individuals asked for clariflcatloa 
and unification of laws relating to 
speed. 

Practically without exception the 
veterans found that directional and 
route signs are adequate and under- 
standable. They were evenly divided 
as to the adequacy of present light- 
ing equipment. Only about a quarter 
of them claimed credit for reporting 
to authorities when they encountered 
dangerous highway conditions, but all 
readily agreed to do so In the future. 
One operator was honest enough to 
answer that he seldom observed traf- 
fic signals and stop signs. He said 
he realized their importance but that 
he simply disregarded them when 
there seemed to be no danger. 

In addition to the foregoing gen- 
eral conclusion, the questionnaires 
brought out a number of individual 
suggestions, the most interesting of 
which are as follows; 

More enforcement and less fixing. 
More highway patrols and stricter 
judges. Payment of lines immediate- 
ly at Police Stations. 

Heavier penalties for drunken dri- 
vers and great difficulty in such of- 
fenders getting their licenses back. 

Stricter physical inspection of dri- 
vers, with re-examlnatlon every two 
years, together with boosting the age 
limit for licenses to 18 or even 21 
years. 

General use of more courtesy, co- 
operation and control. 

Driving and traffic education In the 
high schools. 

Creation of plain-clothes traffic 
squads. Establishment of a system 
of reports on violations by selected 
private citizens. Emblems for good 
conduct.

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Will Try to Force 

Razing of Burned 
Ice House at Centre 

Aldermen To Give Public Hear- 
ing on August 6th 


Aa a result of Increasing demands 
on the part of Newton Centre and 
Newton Flighlands residents asking 
for the razing of the remains of the 
ice house at Crystal Lake, Newton 
Centre, a public hearing was sched- 
uled for the next regular meeting of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen on 
August 6. Several months ago a fire, 
apparently of Incendiary origin, large- 
ly destroyed the Ice house. Some of 
the walls fell down at the time of the 
fire and the other walla are still 
standing. It la claimed that the par- 
tially destroyed structure is not only 
an eyesore, but constitutes a danger 
to children who may stroll onto the 
property. The structure has a steel 
framework and double walls of tile. 
Between these walls, as in moat ice- 
house construction, is insulation of 
bark. 

Building Commissioner Hagemann, 
following the Are at the ice house on 
March 11, 1934, sent an order to the 
owners of the property to tear down 
the remaining walls as they consti- 
tuted a menace. The Metropolitan 
Ice Company, which took over the 
property a few years ago from its 
former owners, the Crystal Lake Ice 
Company, did not tear down the re- 
mains of the building, but shortly af- 
terwards announced that a permit for 
the rebuilding of the structure would 
be asked for. As the months have 
gone by and the unsightly structure 
has remained in its partly destroyed 
condition, the protests against per- 
mitting this eyesore to continue have 
increased. A letter of protest was 
sent on June 28 to Alderman Holden 
of Ward 6 by Mrs. Ellis Spear, chair- 
man of the Civics Committee of the 
Newton Centre Women’s Club. This 
letter reads as follows: — 

Dear Mr. Holden: 

As you know, the Newton Centre 
Woman’s Club has no more meetings 
until October: nevertheless the ur- 
gency of a problem which has come 
to my attention as Chairman of the 
Community Service Committee makes 
me ask your co-operation. 

I do want you to know, however, 
that my request is based on individual 
opinions of members of the Execu- 
tive Board and of my Committee with 
whom I was able to get in touch at 
this time, and is not a formal vote of 
the Club, which it is our custom to 
obtain before taking part in any pub- 
lic matter. 

We would like to request that the 
City take whatever action necessary 
to remove the ruins of the ice house 
on Crystal Lake, not because they are 
unsightly from every viewpoint, but 
because, in our opinion, they are a 
menace to the safety of the Commu- 
nity. Unfortunately, such places are 
particularly attractive to children and

Building Commissioner Hagemann 
has been interviewing officials of the 
ice company relative to the razing 
of the building. They contended 
that the structure la not a menace 
and there is no danger of its walls 
falling, as contended by those who 
demand that the ice house be torn 
down. Recently the ice company en- 
gaged the services of the C. T. Main 
(Company, consultant engineers of 
Boston, specializing in mill construc- 
tion. Mr. Rose of this engineering 
company made a survey of the burned 
ice house and reported that its steel 
framework is undamaged and in good 
condition. The ice company has also 
informed the Building Commissioner 
that it will shortly file an application 
for a permit to rehuild two sections 
of the ice house, using the present 
steel framework, and part of the re- 
maining building. Building Commis- 
sioner Hagemann states that although 
he would like to see the ice house re- 
moved and the site beautified, he can- 
not rule that the building is unsafe 
in view of the results of the engin- 
eering survey and his personal in- 
spection. As a result of this decision 
of the Building Commissioner the 
public hearing will not be held on 
August 6. 

Last year a petition was received 
by the Aldermen asking that a permit 
be given to allow the ice house to be 
used as an automobile laundry and 
that a Ailing station be permitted at 
this property. The petition was re- 
fused. For the past few years ice 
has not been harvested at Crystal 
Lake and the big building has not 
been used for the storage of natural 
ice, as in past years. The Metropoli- 
tan Ice Company manufactures arti- 
ficial ice and the supply of this ice 
for Newton la brought largely from 
a plant of the company at West Wa- 
tertown. There has been a demand 
on the part of some that the city take 
the ice company property by purchase 
and use the site as a park to beautify 
Crystal Lake. Because of the depres- 
sion. the large burden on taxpayers 
for welfare purposes, and the desire 
to save taxpayers from extra burdens, 
it is not probable that the city at the 
present time would buy any proper- 
ties for park purposes. 

Residents of Ward 6 and Ward 5 
who are demanding the removal of 
the ice house will not abandon be- 
cause of the contention that the re- 
mains of that building are nut un- 
safe. They assert that the structure is 
unsafe and is legally a nuisance. 
Lawyers, among the protestants, cite 
the case of a turn-table in a railroad 
yard which was legally declared a 
nuisance because some children were 
Injured while playing about it. Those 
who insist that the ice house ruins 
constitute a nuisance Intend to con- 
tinue their efforts to have the walls 
razed. Another building in this city 
which some citizens contend is a nui- 
sance and should be razed is the large 
residence formerly used as the De- 
Witt Clinton School on Cotton st.. 
Newton. This was largely destroyed 
by an incendiary fire a few years ago 
and has since remained in an unsight- 
ly condition

Driver Involved 
In Fatal Accident 
Found Not Guilty 

Frank Edgar of Wellesley, who was 
the driver of an automobile which 
hit John McBride of 432 Cherry st.. 
West Newton on the night of June 
1st as the aged man was crossing 
Washington st.. West Newton, was 
found not guilty of driving to endan- 
ger by Judge Bacon in the Newton 
court last Friday. McBride, a city 
employee, died shortly after the acci- 
dent at the Newton Hospital. An in- 
quest was held before Judge Brown 
on the accident, and after hearing the 
evidence, he authorized the issuance 
of a complaint against Edgar, who 
was driving on a Connecticut regis- 
tration. 

At the trial Edgar testified he was 
driving at a speed of about 20 miles 
when the accident occurred and was 
blinded by headlights from a car be- 
hind striking the mirror in his car. 
Patrolman John Murphy testified that 
he observed fiJdgar’s car and would 
estimate the speed at about 25 miles. 
William Gannon of Westland ave.. 
West Newton said he heard the 
brakes applied on the car, and from 
the sound of the brakes would esti- 
mate the speed at about 20 miles. 
Special Officer Feeley, who was the 
complainant in the case testified that 
Edgar, at the inquest had estimated 
the speed at about 35 miles. Judge 
Bacon ruled that the evidence did 
not warrant the conviction of Edgar.

Forty From 

Newton at B.U. 
Summer School 

Over Thou 3 ancl Fi*om Many 
Places Attending 

Among the thousand students at- 
tending Boston University’s twenti- 
eth annual Summer Session are for- 
ty men and women from the various 
Newtons. Statistics released by Pro- 
fessor Atlee L. Percy of Newtonvllle, 
director of tbe summer session, show 
a number of unusual facts. 

Thirty of the forty-eight United 
States are represented as are the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Canada, Nova Sco- 
tia. New Brunswick, China, Japan. 
Puerto Rico, the Canal Zone, Fin- 
land and Greece. The students have 
previously attended 220 other col- 
leges or universities in the United 
States, Canada. England, Germany, 
Puerto Rico, Armenia, Smyrna, and 
Sweden. 

Teachers head the list of students 
in the Summer Session, with 453 reg- 
istered. Only two women listed 
themselves as housewives. The next 
two places are far below this group, 
with 192 listing them.selves as unem- 
ployed, and 182 as students. Besides 
these three major groups. 59 other 
positions are enumerated and include 
such varied jobs as physical educa- 
tion directors, music supervisors, op- 
tometrist, retired naval officer, min- 
isters, missionary, social workers, 
newspaper man, athletic trainer, 
teacher of expression and dramatic 
art, salesmen. Symphony Orchestra 
violinist, legislator, mechanic, dean 
of women, college president, fireman, 
and investigator.

If the United States would join 
Great Britain and Russia in a united 
front through diplomatic channels, 
Japan’s aggressive policy against 
China in Manchuria would be greatly 
modified, was the opinion expressed 
by Mr. William C. Sandberg, of Bos- 
ton, in answer to a question of one of 
the members of the Newton Rotary 
Club at Monday’s meeting ut the Brae 
Burn Country Club. 

.Mr. Sandberg, who as a member 
for several years of the Intelligence 
Department of the United Stales 
Army had a line chance to observe 
conditions in the Far East, said it 
was hard to get the Japanese point of 
view unless you have lived in the 
country. They feel that nothing must 
stand in the way of getting relief from 
the density of their population. China’s 
need of getting relief as well from a 
greater density even than that of 
Japan is of no concern to the Japan- 
ese. They simply feel that they must 
have .Manchuria and are ready to 
break all agreements to gain their 
ends. They find the United States 
the great^;st stumbling block in their 
way. and their ambassador Is iu>w 
haiil at work trying to smooth the 
situation over. 

The speaker expressed the need of 
a larger navy and more army planes 
us an answer to Japan, lie had no 
sympathy for the paclllsts, he said, 
and thought some of them must be in 
the pay of foreign powers. The Iniei 
eating talk of Mr. Sandberg stirred 
up many (|uestious and half of the 
audience r»>malneil for a special ques- 
tion period. 

Among the guests present at th«» 
luncheon was Harold T. Dougherty for 
nlm‘ years llbruiiun of the Nt*wton 
Free Library and now holding a sim- 
ilar position ut Wt«sttield. Muss. Mr. 
Dougherty joined the local club soon 
after its organization in 1923 and re 
mulned until 1925. when he resigned 
his Newton position.

Payments Increase 


Statistics furnished by the “Na- 
tional Underwriter" show that in 1933 
policyholders and beneticiarles in Mas- 
.sachusetts were paid $168,500,000; an 
Increase of 7^ over the total paid in 
this State in 1932. Massachusetts 
ranks Sth in population among the 
Slates and 6th in payments of life 
Insurance. Boston ranked 9th among 
the cities of this country and was 
1st among the cities of this State. 
Life Insurance payments there in 1933 
amounted to $19,700,000. Brookline 
was second with payments of $3,925,- 
000. Newton was in 13th place with 
payments of $752,000. .Among the 
communities leading it were Worces- 
ter. Lynn. Cambridge. Springfleld, Fall 
River. Lowell, Lawrence, Somerville, 
Salem, Haverhill. The largest indi- 
vidual life Insurance death payment 
in .Newton in 1933 was $85,000 on the 
policy of R. M. McLellan of Newton 
Highlands.

Ellis Appointed 
Director Public 
Works by Mayor 

Aldermen Suspend Rules to 
Confirm Appointment 


Richard H. Ellis, Water Commis- 
sioner of Newton since 19.30, was ap- 
pointed to the newly created office of 
Director of Public Works for the City 
of Newton by .Mayor Week.s on .Mon- 
day. The appointment was submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen at a spe- 
cial meeting held on Monday night, 
and the Board suspended the rules 
to permit the confirmation of the ap- 
pointment on that night, instead of 
waiting until the .succeeding meeting 
to make the confirmation. The salary 
attached to the new office is set at 
$6000. minus the 7Va% existent sal- 
ary deduction taken from city offi- 
cials and employees. The .Aldermen 
also appropriated $2312.60 to pay the 
.salary of the Director from August 
Ist to the end of this year. 

.Mr. EHlfs was bom on August 12, 
1893, at Lawrence, Massachusetts. He 
was educated in the Lawrence schools, 
at Phillips E.xeter Academy and at 
Dartmouth College, from which he 
graduated iff 1916. While at Dart- 
mouth he majored in civil engineering 
at the Thayer School of Engineering. 
After graduating he was appointed 
Superintendent of Public Works for 
the Town of North Andover. In 1917 
he entered the United States Army 
and was commissioned as an officer in 
the Meteorological Section of the Sig- 
nal Corps. He served with the A. E. 
F. in France until 1919. He then re- 
turned to his position at North An- 
dover where he had charge of the 
W’ater and sewer departments and 
municipal engineering. 

In 19.30, follow’ing the retirement of 
J. Clifton Whitney, veteran Water 
Commissioner of Newton. Mr. Ellis 
was appointed by Mayor Weeks as 
his successor. The appointment was 
made following high recommendations 
of Mr. Ellis by leading experts in the 
field of water w’orks enf^neering In 
New England. During the several 
years that he has served as Water 
Commissioner of Newton he has mod- 
ernized the Water Department of this 
city. .Among the major improvements 
made have been the remodelling and 
enlarging of the former stable of the 
Water Department at Edinboro street, 
Newtonvllle so that now there is an 
up to, date service plant and garage 
there: the enlarging of the pumping 
station at Newton Upper Falls and 
the installation of new turbine pumps 
and generators in it; the elimination 
of dead ends in water mains through- 
out the city for the purpose of pre- 
venting sediment in the water; the 
construction of filtration basins at the 
water reservation in Needham: and 
the treatment of the water to make 
it more palatable. In addition to im- 
proving the efficiency of the Water 
Department. Mr. Ellis has shown ex- 
ecutive ability to a marked degree. 
He is highly commended by his sub- 
ordinates. 

The new’ Director of Public Works 
is married and resides at 37 Halcyon 
road. Newton Centre. His wife is 
the former A’iolet .Appleyard of Meth- 
uen. They have one child. Richard 
W. Ellis, who will enter the Newton 
schools next September. Mr. Ellis is 
a member of the Boston Society of 
Civil Engineers and the New England 
Water ^Works .Association. He is a 
Past President of the latter organiza- 
tion. In his new office he will have 
direction and advisory control of the 
Street Commissioner. Water Commis- 
sioner and City Engineer. In recom- 
mending the creation of the new of- 
fice. Mayor Weeks told the Board of 
.Aldermen that he believes it will as- 
sist in co-ordinating the activities of 
the departments involved and result 
in large economies to the city. 

The retirement of Street Commis- 
sioner Stuart and the promotion of 
Water Commissioner Ellis will neces- 
sitate in the immediate future of the 
appoinnuents of their successors in 
these ttvo offices.

“The Fied Piper” and How 

He Disposed of the Rats 

In the .Middle Ages, flnmelln, Ger- 
nijiny, siin’ered terribly from a [dague 
of ruts and mice. In the spring of 
l‘-’Sl. noeording to the story, a man 
appeared, dressed In tlie varicolored 
costume of a strolling musician, and 
told tile city fa I hers that he could 
free tlie town from the small pests. A 
sum of money was agreed on. recnlls 
a writer In the New York World-Trib- 
une, to be pal<l If the stranger could 
fulllll his promise. He thereupon went 
tlirough the streets playing on his 
pipe, and the rata and mice streamed 
out and followed tlie musician In a 
long procession into the Weser, where 
they all drowned, while the piper 
swam to shore. 

He tlien demanded his payment. The 
city fathers demurred. The Job had 
been too easy, tlioy declared, to Justify 
giving out so much money. The piper, 
angered, went away. He came hack 
on June 20, clotlied this time as a 
hunter. It was a .‘Sunday morning, 
and all the citl/.ens were in churcli. 
The piper began blowing a strange 
melody, and all the children in the 
town from fotir to fifteen years old, 
130 In all, according to the saga, fol- 
lowed him, dancing ns they went. 
When they reached the Koppenberg, a 
hill not far from ilnmelin. a door 
opened and all entered, except two 
children, hut one was deaf and the 
other blind, and they could give no 
clear report of what had happened. 

One of the nuiny Interesting Renais- 
sance houses In tlie town recalls the 
vengeance of the deceived piper. This 
Is the “Rnttenfnengerhnus,” the rat- 
catcher’s hoii.se, a beautiful specimen 
of German Renaissance. It was built 
In 1003 ns part of the dowry of a 
young noblewoman. 


Sudden Death Is Natural 

for Big Game, Says Guide 

Very few hlg game animals die of 
old age or disease, though occasionally 
some of them do meet death from such 
causes In the late winter or very early 
spring, In the opinion of a woods 
guide, wlio related some of his ob- 
servations on causes of death among 
animals. In the Boston Transcript. 

According to this authority most an- 
imals that are weakened by disease 
or age fall easy prey to their enemies 
before death can overtake them from 
either of the former causes. 

“A few times I have found a dead 
moose,” he wrote. “I’robably It had 
become weakened from disease and 
died from exposure and lack of food. 
Some years moose are found with large 
lumps on the body ; lumps such ns rab- 
bits have, n tick we call It. That Is, 
In the early spring. I doubt If many 
big game animals die a natural death 
during the summer and fall. When 
deer or moose get to be so old that 
they are not able to keep out of the 
clutches of such animals ns may prey 
upon them, they are hunted and killed 
and eaten. 

"Black bears go after moose, and 
bears and wildcats after deer.” 


Roman Numerals 

Roman numerals chiefly used are I 
for 1, V for 5, X for 10, L for 50, 0 
for 100, D for 500 and M for 1,000. 
Thousands are sometimes indicated by 
drawing a line over a numeral; V with 
a dash above It is .5,000. In combining 
the symbols, a letter placed after one 
of greater value adds to It; thus XI 
is 11. A letter placed before one of 
greater value subtracts from It, so that 
IV Is 4. When a symbol stands be- 
tween two of greater value It Is sub- 
tracted from the second end the re- 
mainder Is added to the first ; XIV is 
14. Of two equivalent ways of repre- 
senting a number, that in which the 
symbol of larger denomination pre- 
cedes is preferred. For 45, XLV is 
preferable to VL. D.sage tends to fa- 
vor the shorter form, however. If the 
alternative Is very long; It prefers IX 
to VUII for 9. and MO.M rather than 
MDCCCC for 1900. 


7-Foot Roman Skeleton Found 

Peasants plowing near Potenza in 
southern Italy found tlie skeleton of a 
soldier still wearing his helmet and 
the medal lie won In the Second Punic 
war of 2(K) B. C. The medal Is In- 
scribed Scli»Io .\frlcnnus on one side 
and Hannibal Punlcus on the reverse, 
sliowing that the warrior fought fur 
the Roman Sclplo who, having con- 
quered Hannibal the Carthaginian, 
took to himself tlie name of Afrlcanus. 
The man was nearly seven feet tall, as 
his skeleton proved before it crumbled 
Into dust at the touch of the fre.sli air. 
All that then remained were the em- 
bossed helmet and the medal. 


Odd Way to Punish 
An odd way of punishing Incorri- 
gible prisoners Is used In Fontevrault 
abbey, one of the grimmest prisons in 
France. From 10 a. m. to 7 p. m. 
dally, they are locked In a large room 
and made to murcli for 50 out of every 
GO minutes between stone blocks set 
In checkerboard arrangement about 4 
feet apart. After this nlne-4iour ordeal, 
they are given one bowl of soup and 
sent to bed.— Collier's Weekly. 


Then and Now 

Due to excessive ice and snow In 
the winter of 1839-40, copies of the 
Presidential message that was deliv- 
ered early In December did not get to 
the Ohio state capital until January 2. 
In 1845 President Polk's message was 
brought by stage coach in 34 hours 
and 2 minutes. “Such rapidity,” de- 
clared the Ohio Statesman, “can hard- 
ly be believed, and speaks volumes for 
the enterprise of tlie age.”

Sandpaper Backing Waf I 
Originally Just Paper 

Sandpaper backing was originally 
ordinary paper. With the development 
of f‘:rong mnnila fiber papers these 
were adopted as more satisfactory 
backing materials. Later, says a writ 
er In the Scientific American, for spe 
dal uses, b'ickings of cloth or a corn 
bination of cloth and paper gave bet- 
ter service and endured greater stress. 
The strength of glues and adhesives 
also was* vastly improved. 

The primary form df sandpaper has 
generally been the roll, made In widths 
up to 30 Inches. P'rom this were cut 
sheets, disks, covers for drums and 
molded forma to meet special require- 
ments in various industries. The na- 
ture of the grits, or abrasive particles, 
was exhaustively studied, and count- 
less experiments made to improve 
their efficiency. Quart/., though tough, 
did not provide sufficient strength for 
severe work in the metal trades. Ex- 
periments were made with other mate- 
rials. Garnet, the same mineral used 
for Jew’elry, was found to be highly 
satisfactory, especially for woodwork- 
ing, and Is used to produce the fa 
miliar "red" sandpaper. 

A revolutionary development came 
with perfection of the electric furnace. 
It was found that aluminum oxide and 
silicon carbide could be fu.sed at high 
temperature to make two synthetic 
minerals which, wlien crushed, pro- 
vided grains of amazing hardness 
with extremely efficient cutting 'edges. 
Garnet, aluminum oxide and silicon 
carbide are the minerals almost ex- 
clusively used for sandpaper coatings. 


Darwin Discovered Rhea; 

Bird Was Named for Him 

It was Darwin who first brought 
world attention to the rhea. When, a 
century ago, he visited Patagonia, he 
found the bird and captured a speci- 
men. This type became known to sci- 
ence ns the Rhea Darwlnl, It was not 
until about a half century ago that 
domestication of the ostrich and o.s- 
trlch farming on a commercial scale 
was undertaken. In the late Victorian 
days it was a good business. Refer- 
ence to any Godey hook or other V’lc- 
torlnn fashion plate will reveal how 
necessary was the o.strich feather as 
an appurtenance of dress. The fact 
that the prince of Wales bears three 
ostrich feathers ns the crest of his 
coat of arms, and that it was decreed 
that nM women presented at the Court 
of St. James must wear ostrich feath- 
ers in their hair, all served to give 
vogue to the handsome plumes. 

At first the Patagonia rhea was 
hunted on the pampas. The gauchos, 
mounted on their fleetest horses, pur- 
sued the swift-striding birds with 
bolendoras. The bolendorn is a 
W’lcked weapon consisting of two or 
three weights attached to the ends of 
leather thongs. The rider, on gaining 
striking distance, would w’hlrl his 
boleadora round his head and then let 
fly. The weights w’ould carry the 
thongs whistling through the air, the 
object being to strike the neck or legs 
of the rhea which would be likely to 
stumble from the Impact and, in any 
event, would become entangled In the 
thongs. 


Must "Capture” Brides 

The marriage ceremony In many 
parts of Poland Is an elaborate 
pageant. Marriage by capture still 
prevails, with the groom and his 
friends dashing up to the bride’s house 
on spirited horses, seizing the bride 
and running off with her. The proces- 
sion through the village is led by bag- 
pipers, tiddlers and flutists. The mar- 
ried and maiden friends of the couple 
wage a mock tug-of-war symbolizing 
the struggle of the bride w’hether to 
marry or remain in single blessedness. 
The groom and his friends are dressed 
in costumes of black and red, w’lth 
hats adorned w’ith peacock plumes. 
The bride Is crowned with a tall 
w’reath of roses and daisies tieil with 
rainbow ribbons ; she is sure to have 
rows and rows of bends wound about 
her neck and a bright velvet cloak and 
silk apron over her full skirt. Danc- 
ing and feasting last for two days and 
nights. 


Great Apes Pair for Life 

The great apes have a strong family 
sense. This Is particularly true of the 
gorilla and the chimpanzee. In the 
African bush gorillas live in hordes 
that travel together, the hordes be^ng 
made up of monogamous pairs and 
their children. A gorilla pair mates for 
life, and often there will be several 
children of ditTerent ages in a family 
at the same time, explains an explorer. 
This stair-step arrangement of chil- 
dren is educationally advantageous, 
for the youngsters learn from tlie older 
children. Many of the lower species 
of monkeys live polygamously — the 
baboon, for example, supports a large 
harem — but practically all monkeys 
are zealous, ami Indeed Jealous, in at- 
tendance on the solicitude for their 
offspring. 


Wolverine U Disliked 

The wolverine is a despicable charac- 
ter, according to a zoologist. Larger 
than a shepherd <log, lie prowls alone. 
He is such a greedy thief that by com- 
mon repute he is known throughout 
the Canadian northwest ns "the glut- 
ton" and "the devil." The .f’olverine 
raids cabins aiul systematically de- 
stroys. lie will follow a trapiier’s line 
of traits and destroy every animal he 
finds in tliem. The wolverine Is the 
only animal known which deliberately 
spoils property and fouls foods which 
he cannot eat or carry away, lie is 
exceedingly sly and clever; it is al- 
most Impossible to keep a wolveriue 
in confinement.

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CONSERVING OUR RESOURCES 


The proposal to conserve the agricultural resources of the 
great plains of the middle west through the planting of a tree 
belt from Canada to Mexico would undoubtedly seem as fan- 
tastic to Jules \ erne as “Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the 
feea did to his readers of several generations ago. Yet the 
project IS backed up by modern day science. The area affected 
IS about 1000 miles long and 100 miles wide, nearly one-tenth 
of It plained to trees. It is proposed to plant windbreaks, one 
mile apart, running north and south. Each windbreak will be 
about 115 feet wide and will cover fourteen acres out of each 
square mile. The western border of this belt will follow ap- 
proximately the line of eighteen inches annual rainfall. The 
Government will purchase or lease only the land needed for the 
strips with the area between remaining under private owner- 
ship. The project will cost at least seventy-five million and 
will be completed in approximately ten years. One of the 
initial steps will be the establishment of a chain of nurseries 
where seedlings for trees of native origin will be grown for 
planting. 

The project entails a small sum in relation to some of the 
other governmental expenditures under the various letters of 
the alphabet, but this one, at least, should meet with almost 
universal approval. The present summer of drought and the 
noticeable signs of the encroaching of the desert upon the fertile 
plains of the middle west is not to be taken lightly. The estab- 
lishment of the Civilian Conservation Corps camps within the 
past two years has furnished an army of young foresters upon 
whom much of the work will doubtless fall. Historians of the 
future may well ignore many of the other alphabetical ex- 
periments but this one seems to have an excellent chance of be- 
coming permanent. And what a story of pioneering and romance 
of nature it will unfold. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 

Twenty years ago on July 29th the world war opened fol- 
lowing the earlier assassination of the Crown Prince of Aus- 
tria. Today Austria is the locus of another assassination which 
may again lead the nations of Europe on the road to war. Who 
knows what rapidly succeeding events will bring in the near 
future. It does not seem possible that the world could again 
be plunged into another morass similar, and even more dread- 
ful than the last. When we stop to realize that either Germany 
or France, the two largest of the eastern European nations are 
only approximately the size of the States of Texas and New 
York together we often wonder how it is possible for events in 
such a small corner of the world to affect the destiny of even 
the most humble of us. Yet Germany, with about one-half the 
population of the United States and France with about one- 
third are densely populated areas. What would conditions in 
the United States be, we wonder, if half of the population was 
concentrated in the States of Texas and New York with other 
nations of different languages, different customs and different 
policies surrounding us on all sides. 

During the past fifteen years there has been constant em- 
phasis placed on the futility of war. It cannot be denied War is 
futile. War breeds fear and hate — it fosters revenge. The world 
does not want war — it wants peace. It would seem almost that 
the lessons of twenty years ago are being forgotten. 


THE NEW PUBLIC WORKS COMMISSIONER 

Mayor Weeks has appointed Water Commissioner Richard H. 
Ellis to the newly created position of Director of Public Works 
for the City of Newton. The director’s duties will be to co- 
ordinate the work of the street, water and engineering depart- 
ments to the end that the work of each may be carried on with 
economy and efficiency. In his position as Water Commissioner 
for the past four years Mr. Ellis has shown much ability and has 
lived up to the recommendations which preceded him as a pos- 
sible successor to the previous Water Commissioner, Clifton 
Whitney. Since 1930 the Water department, aided by the prop- 
er and judicial appropriation of necessary funds, has taken 
several important steps toward providing an adequate and 
pure water supply for the citizens of Newton. To be sure Mr. 
Ellis has encountered some criticism in various ways, but that 
criticism, we believe, has not been harmful to^ either Mr. Ellis 
or the users of Newton’s water. Furthermore, Mr. Ellis has 
had previous experience in a position similar to that which he 
will occupy beginning August fir.st, which should be of great 
value to him in setting up the new position here. He was em- 
ployed in an almost similar capacity by the town of Andover 
for several years prior to coming to Newton. We believe that 
Newton citizens wish Mr. Ellis the greatest success in the larger 
work for which he has been chosen. 


TWO MORE APPOINTMENTS TO BE MADE 

The appointment of Water Commis.sioner Ellis to the position 
of Director of Public Works and the resignation of Street Com- 
missioner George E. Stuart, both to become effective on August 
first, leaves two more appointments for Mayor Weeks to fill 
in the very near future. These two positions are among the 
most important of all city departments. Each position requires 
visionary, yet conservative progressiveness, together with prac- 
tical experience. In addition, like in all other municipal posi- 
tions, the appointee must have personality and ability to deal 
with his employers — the citizens — in order to be of real value 
to the city. Not an easy task, by any means, to make such ap- 
pointments. However, that is just one of the many reasons why 
the voters of Newton elected Mayor Weeks — because of their 
confidence that he would exercise the proper care and judgment 
in making such important appointments as became necessary. 


The report that Washington will authorize the building of 
new naval vessels at the Charlestown Navy Yard is welcome 
around Boston. It means continued employment of two thousand 
or more persons. There are few who believe that the strength 
of the United States naval force should not be brought up to 
that authorized by the naval treaty. Uncle Sam is duty bound to 
protect his citizens.

Jewett Candidate 
For County Comr. 

County Commissioner Victor F. Jew- 
ett. of 756 Westford street, Lowell, 
who has the distinction of being one 
of the two oldest members in point 
of continuous service in the history 
of the Massachusetts General Court, 
today announces his candidacy for the 
Republican nomination and for re- 
election as county commissioner of 
.Middlesex County. 

Commissioner Jewett, who has been 
Republican floor leader in the House 
of Representatives for the past 14 
years, was appointed as a Middlesex 
County Commissioner last December, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of the late Commissioner Erson 
Barlow, of Lowell. 

He was the unanimous choice of 
the other commissioners and of the 
.Middlesex clerk of courts, who are 
legally designated to make such ap- 
pointments, and his selection was 
hailed in Republican circies as a mas- 
ter stroke which brought to Middle- 
sex County an official of vast experi- 
ence and outstanding ability. 

Mr. Jewett subsequently resigned 
from the floor leadership, which he 
has held for so many years, and de- 
voted his entire attention to Middle- 
sex affairs. 

Born in Lowell and educated in the 
public schools of that city, Mr. Jew- 
ett is a member of a family which 
has been Identified for generations 
with the politics of that city and of 
the State. His grandfather served 
three terms as Mayor of Low’ell and 
was also a Governor’s council mem- 
ber. 

Commissioner Jewett graduated 
from Harvard University w’ith the 
class of ’05 and an A.B. degree, and 
shortly thereafter made his initial ven- 
ture into politics, being elected to the 
Lowell City Council. In 1910 he was 
unanimously elected as president of 
the ('ouncil, and in 1912 he was 
elected as Representative in the Leg- 
islature, along with Rep. Henry 
Achin, Jr., also of Lowell. 

From that time until his appoint- 
ment us County (Commissioner last De- 
cember, he and Rep. Achin served to- 
gether in the Legislature, the two Rep- 
resentatives thereby establishing an 
all time record for length of such 
service in this State.

Tide Water Oil 
To Build Huge 
Boston Terminal 

The Tide Water Oil Company will 
proceed at once with the building of a 
45-acre fireproof marine petroleum 
terminal on the Chelsea River, in the 
harbor at Boston, giving employment 
to between 500 and 1,000 men, it was 
announced recently by Edward L. 
Shea, President. 

The ultimate development of the 
site will provide for the storage in 
fireproof tanks of 43,000,000 gallons of 
Tide Water gasoline, range oil, fuel 
oils, lubricating oils and greases. Im- 
mediate construction plans call for 
the erection of eight large tanks, with 
a capacity of 21,500,000 gallons, to- 
gether with ample warehouses, ga- 
rages, loading facilities and a large 
dock for the mooring of the Tide Wa- 
ter marine fleet of ocean-going and 
coastwise vessels and barges. 

Contracts have already been award- 
ed for the foundations and tanks. The 
entire project is expected to be com- 
pleted by January 1, 1935. 

“The development of the Boston 
terminal follows a study of several 
years to discover and adopt the most 
economic method of transporting gas- 
oline, and other petroleum products 
into our rapidly increasing New Eng- 
land market,’’ says Mr. Shea’s state- 
ment. “This particular location has 
the advantages of deep water for the 
docking of our largest ocean-going 
tankers, excellent rail facilities for 
shipments and receipts by tank car, 
and tbe availability of the new high- 
way running directly north from the 
center of Boston to points along the 
eastern New England shore which we 
shall use for trucking operations. Wo 
have requested contractor to draw 
upon the local communities for the 
labor necessary. 

“This project is another step taken 
by Tide Water Oil Company to round 
out its program of developing water 
terminals along the Atlantic Coast, 
which has been in progress for the 
past eight years. Through the chain 
of terminals and its murine fieet 
which, in 14 years has grown from 
one small coastwise vessel of 6,500- 
barrel capacity to 14 large vessels of 
904,000-barrel capacity, this company 
cun now avuli Itself of the lowest 
cost transportation facilities possible 
for the distribution of its products in 
any area.

Ninvton druggists are good nattirod 
mon but thoir patloncp is taxed pro- 
viding free drinks of water to scores 
of thirsty children. One druggist sug- 
gests that the City of Newton should 
have some consideration for children, 
as well ns adults, who can’t afford to 
buy sodas or other cooling drinks. 
Bubblers have been installed at New- 
ton Centre. Upper Falls and West 
Newton, One certainly is needed at 
Newton Corner. 

Wo have been requested by a resi- 
dent of Jewett street. Newton to com- 
ment on the fact that automobiles are 
parked on both sides of this narrow 
street, making it almost impossible 
for cars to pass. In 1931 the Board 
of Aldermen passed a traflic ordinance 
prohibiting parking on one aide of 
Jewett street. This ordinance is not 
being enforced. The Jewett street 
resident also complains that automo- 
biles are being garaged on Jew’ett 
street all night long without being 
properly lighted. 


The practice of double parking, or 
stopping trucks and cars on streets 
In business districts of the Newtons 
has become so common aa to cause in- 
creasing traffic hazards. If the police- 
men on duty at the various business 
sections would summon into court 
those who violate the traffic ordinance 
in this manner, this nuisance might 
be abated. 


In last Sunday’s BOSTON GLOBE 
was a well w'ritten and interesting 
article by one of the staff of that 
paper in which he described a trip 
on a huge truck which la one of the 
hundreds carrying freight between 
Boston and New York. He told of 
the terrific speed at which these big 
vehicles are operated on public high- 
w’ays, Aa we remarked in last week’s 
GRAPHIC In commenting on Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles Ryan’s criticism of 
the speed at w'hlch busses are oper- 
ated on highways — “Why are busses 
and trucks allow’ed to be operated at 
such speeds by the State Police?” 


John Dillinger met the kind of 
death he rated the other day. This 
young man from a small country 
town in a little over a year burst 
from obscurity to national notoriety 
by his reckless and ruthless career of 
robbery and murder. And. strange 
though it may seem to many. Dillin- 
ger is regarded ns quite a hero by 
many thousands of folks in the mid- 
west; people w’ho are not of the crim- 
inal class; every day, law abiding per- 
sons. Frobably they arrived at this 
queer state of mind because they real- 
ize that while Dillinger was a rob- 
ber, he was a bandit who risked his 
life each time he raided a bank and 
he stole openly and brazenly. These 
admirers of Dlllinger’s audacious 
methods may have been the victims 
of bank robbers of a different type. 
Robbers who did their looting in a 
cancerous way; working stealthily 
from the inside; as officials of the 
banks they wrecked by embezzling 
the life savings of many thousands 
of persons in humble circumstances. 
Dillinger and his gang took the lives 
of nearly a score of persons, direct- 
ly or indirectly. According to Asso- 
ciated Press Information it is esti- 
mated that he and his comrades in 
crime stole about $241,700 in his hec- 
tic career of banditry. 

Compared to the unctions, hypo- 
critical hank robbers who speculated 
the moneys entrusted to their care in 
hanks In this country during the orgy 
years of speculation which preceded 
the crash, Dillinger was a “piker.” 
One doesn’t have to go to Indiana or 
Chicago to find those who did “inside 
jobs” on banka and who by devious 
ways took millions of dollars. We had 
some of these polite crooks in Mass- 
achusetts. They were not shot; they 
didn’t even go to jail. They escaped 
through powerful influence of one sort 
or another. They ruined the lives of 
thousands of confiding victims who 
were reduced to poverty, who suffered 
loss of health and mind because of 
worry over the misappropriation of 
their savings. The great majority of 
bank officials in this State and thd 
country are honest men who have la- 
bored under tremendous difficulties 
during the past five years. It is too 
bad their task of helping solve the 
existent economic mess has been 
made harder by the dishonesty of a 
comparative few. 


Twenty years, almost to a day, 
since the fatal events occurred which 
precipitated the World War, a recru- 
descence of the European political dis- 
ease breaks out in the same country 
(or the little left of it) which started 
the World War. Do you use your 
memory to visualize how this coun- 
try was sucked into the rotten Eu- 
ropean mess in 1917? Do you pause 
to think, how we have been double- 
crossed by the countries the gullible 
U. S. A. saved from defeat and con- 
quest? France, the alleged bulwark 
of Liberty; England the Mother 
Country of this nation ; dear little 
heroic Belgium; Italy and the rest 
of our beloved allies to whose aid we 
sent millions of men and billions of 
dollars. And who have since been 
according us the Bronx cheer. Isn’t 
it too bud we are not tangled up in 
the League of Nations so that wo 
would have to participate in the next 
European orgy of wholesale murder? 


Wo had a visitor last Monday in 
the person of Frank A. Brooks of 
Watertown who is a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for the Gover- 
nor’s Council from the 3rd District, 
which includes Newton. Wo had 
never met Mr. Brooks before, although 
wo hud read many times of his activ- 
ities during the 17 years ho was chair- 
man of the Parole Board of Massa- 
chusetts, and wo hud admired him 
for the courageous racket for several 
years prior to his retirement last Au- 
gust. A mutual friend suggested to 
Mr. Brooks that he visit the writer, 
and he came. 

Frank A. Brooks is a native of Pitts- 
field. He was a county commissioner 
of Hampshire County for 6 years and 


was responsible for the building of 
the first county hospital in this State. 
He also was responsible for the in- 
stallation of the water works system 
in the Town of Williamsburg, while 
a resident of that section. At the 
request of President Coolidge, whose 
personal friend he was, Mr. Brooks 
accepted from Governor McCall the 
Chairmanship of the Parole Board, to 
which office he was reappointed by 
Governors Coolidge. Cox, Fuller and 
Allen. His work in this office mer- 
ited high praise from all these Gover- 
nors, He differed wdth Governor 
Ely because of the many pardons 
granted by the latter to murderers. 
In making these pardons Governor 
Ely had the support of the majority 
of the members of the Executive Coun- 
cil. including Mrs. Esther Andrews, 
member from the 3rd Councillor Dis- 
trict. Shortly after he retired from 
the Parole Board last August, Mr. 
Brooks announced that he would be a 
candidate for the Governor’s Council. 
He had observed so much pernicious 
activity for the purpose of obtaining 
pardons for murderers and other crim- 
inals in recent years, that he deems 
it his duty to the people of the Com- 
monwealth to use his knowledge of 
conditions and his experience to com- 
bat insidious political influence from 
nullifying the proper administration of 
justice in this State. 

There has been much ado in re- 
cent months about the prevalence of 
crimes of violence In Massachusetts; 
about the apparent immunity of so 
many vicious criminals. The activ- 
ity of General Needham and others 
in their efforts to arouse Massachu- 
setts to the seriousness of the situa- 
tion. and the atrocities committed by 
the Millens and Faber, climaxed by 
the Needham Bank robbery, resulted 
in much agitation against crime, and 
in large sums of money being appro- 
priated by cities and towns to pur- 
chase modern equipment and weapons 
to cope with criminals. Newton, 
within the past few months has ex- 
pended some thousands of dollars for 
such purposes. 

There has been much criticism by 
the press, by citizens and particular- 
ly by Republicans against Governor 
Ely and members of his council dur- 
ing the past few years because of the 
many pardons they have granted to 
prisoners convicted of murders. It 
has been made a political issue. There 
has been much publicity given to the 
efforts of Mrs. Esther Andrews, coun- 
cillor from this district, not only for 
her efforts in assisting “lifers” to ob- 
tain pardons, but for her activity in 
the case of “Red” Snyder, for whom 
a determined fight was waged so that 
he would escape being executed for 
the brutal murder of a filling station 
attendant at Somerville, Mrs. An- 
drews is actively opposing the can- 
didacy of Mr. Brooks. 

One murderer who received a par- 
don, for whose pardon Mrs. Andrews 
worked, was Harold Vandercar who 
had served 13 years of a life sentence 
for slaying Charles Thomas, a Leo- 
minster policeman at the victim’s 
home when Thomas entered it unex- 
pectedly and found Vandercar there; 
the latter having had intimacies with 
the wife of the victim. 

Mr. Brooks is not and never has 
been, a politician, in the common un- 
derstanding of this term. He is strong- 
ly opposed to political influence be- 
ing used either to prevent the sen- 
tencing of criminals, or the paroling 
or pardoning of criminals. He is not 
hard hearted, but he does stand for 
the policy that those serving life 
terms, or other terms as a result of 
having committed crimes, should be 
paroled or pardoned on merit and not 
on political or other insidious influ- 
ence. He calls attention to the fact 
that the pardoning of undeserving 
criminals disrupts the morale of pri- 
sons in this State. The other prison- 
ers, many of whom are much more 
deserving of pardons than those fav- 
ored, naturally become disgruntled. 

Propaganda is being disseminated 
against Mr. Brooks by the rumor that 
he is the recipient of a pension. He 
states that he has never received a 
penny from any kind of a pension, 
either from the State or otherwise. 
Hu did nut even accept the contribu- 
tory retirement benefit to which he 
was entitled. He only was repaid the 
amount of money he hud paid into 
the contributory retirement fund.

(Yrlnln trees brent he out poison, nnd 
woe betlrle the traveler who rests be- 
nentb their shade, writes nn nuthorlty 
In Tlt-ltlts .Mafrazine. 

On the slopes of Chill Is n tree 
which the natives look upon ns helnp 
possessed of nn evil spirit. Many In 
nocent travelers have crept under Its 
branches durinp the heat of the dny, 
and paid for Its shade with their lives. 
After restlnp under one of these trees 
for n short time, the hands nnd face 
of a traveler become swollen, ns In n 
case of snake-bite, nnd the surface of 
the skin Is covered with bolls. British 
visitors In the vicinity of Valparaiso 
have succumbetl to the Intluence of 
this tree. 

The trumpet flower, or datura, found 
In moat tropical countries, nltbouph 
not deadly In the open air Is highly 
dangerous In a room. Fascinated by 
Its coloring nnd scent, uninformed peo- 
ple take It Indoors nnd soon fall Into 
n tnince, developing Into n deadly stu 
por, from which they may never awak- 
en. If this trumpet flower were 
brought Into a sick room nnd left for 
the night. It would mean certain death 
for the patient. Recently, In South 
Americn, nn accusation of murder was 
brought against a family who were 
snld to have profited financially by the 
death. In their house, of a wealthy 
relative. It was found that trumpet 
flowers had become mixed with oth- 
ers In a vase, which was nllowetl to 
stay In the house all night nnd had 
caused the death. 


Bureau of Fisheries Was 

Started by U. S. in 1871 

The United States bureau of fish- 
eries, the sole federal agency con- 
cerned primarily with the conserva- 
tion and utilization of the nation's 
aquatic resources, had Its origin In a 
Joint resolution passtnl by congress on 
Febniary 9, 1871. authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a commissioner of fish 
and fisheries. Originally the com- 
mission of fish nnd fisheries was 
Independent nnd Its duties were 
largely Investigatory. They were 
outlined by the first commissioner, 
Spencer Fullerton Baird, then as- 
sistant secretary of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, In the following 
words, which refer to the resolution 
of congress establishing the commis- 
sion : “The resolution . . . directed 
that It should be the duty of the com- 
missioner to prosecute the necessary 
Inquiries, with a view to ascertaining 
whether any, and. If so, what diminu- 
tion In the number of food fishes of 
the coast and lakes of the United 
States had taken place; and to deter- 
mine what were the causes of the 
same, and to sugge.st any measure 
that might serve to remedy the evil.” 
In 100.1 the commi.sslon was Incorpo- 
rated Into the new Department of 
Commerce and Labor, becoming known 
as the bureau of fisheries, and on the 
oganization of the Deitartment of Com- 
merce was Included In the new de- 
partment. 


Orange of Asiatic Origin 
The orange Is apparently a fruit of 
Asiatic origin and has been cultivated 
from the most ancient times In India 
and southern (’hlna. It has been dis- 
tributed by 8ucces.slve .stages to all 
parts of the sub-tropical world and the 
warmer temi>erate region.s. It was In- 
troduced Into .Asia Minor at an early 
date, and thence spread to all the Med- 
iterranean countries, where It Is ex- 
tensively cultivated. .Spanish and I’or- 
luguese explorers and settlers brought 
orange trees to the New world In the 
Fifteenth century and they now flour- 
ish wild In many parts of Central and 
South America. That the California 
and Florida cliinate.s were exceptional- 
ly well suited to orange culture were 
discoveries made by the Spaniards 
while those states were still in their 
possession. Australia, the Pacific Is- 
lands and .Tapan are countries In 
which orange growing has since been 
developed. 


Hypnotism

condition of artificial sleep. Different 
stages of liyi)no.sl.s have been described 
by different authorities; three are best 
known. In very light l»yi)no.sl8 there 
is complete pa.ssivity and relaxation 
with an Inability to open the eyes or 
resist simple commands concerning 
the voluntary mu.scles.

In the next stage further phenomena 
cun be produced, but still there is rec- 
ollection of the hyi)notlc period. The 
most susceptible subjects may [»ass In- 
to a deeji sleep known us artitlclal 
somnambulism. Wldie in it they re- 
spond to all or most suggestions made 
by tlie operator, and on awakening 
they have no recollection of anything 
they heard, sal<l, or did, while in that 
state.

Homing Pigeons Popular 

Messenger* During War 

The use of homing pigeons to carry 
me.ssagi'S Is as oM ns Solomon, nnd 
the ancient Greeks, to whom the art 
of training the birds came probably 
from the I’erslans. conveyed the names 
of Olympic victors to their various 
cities by this menus, says a writer In 
the Indianapolis News. Before the 
electric telegraph this method of com- 
munication had a considerable vogue 
among stock brokers nnd financiers. 
The Dutch government estahllshi'd a 
civil nnd military pigeon B.v.stem In 
Java nnd Sumatra early In the Nine- 
teenth century, the birds being ob- 
tained from Bagdad. 

During the siege of Paris In 1870-71 
pigeons wore used extensively ns car- 
riers of messages. This led to a re- 
vival In the training of pigeons for 
military purposes. Numerous private 
societies were established for kt'epiug 
pigeons of this class in nil important 
European countrle.s, nnd. In time, va- 
rious governments established systems 
of communication for military pur- 
poses by pigeon post. When the possi- 
bility of using the birds between mili- 
tary fortresses had been thoroughly 
tested attention was turned to their 
use for naval purposes, to send mes- 
sages between coast stations and ships 
at sen. They also were found of great 
use by news agencies nnd private In- 
dividuals. 

In order to hinder the efficiency of 
the systems of foreign countries, dif- 
ficulties wore placed In the way of Im- 
portation of their birds for training, 
and in a few cases falcons were spe- 
cially tralne<l to Interrupt the service 
In wartime. The Chinese used to pro- 
vide their pigeons with whistles and 
bells to scare away birds of prey. 
Homing pigeons were used by Ctront 
Britain In 1014, followed shortly by 
France and Germany. The United 
States upon entry Into the World war 
adopted practically the same system 
ns that used by Great Britain. Car- 
rier pigeons used during the World 
war traveled at the rate of approxi- 
mately 45 miles nn hour. 


“Coal Oil Johnny** Was 

Spendthrift; Died Poor 

John W. Steele, the original Coal 
on Johnny of the American oil In- 
dustry, was born in Mercer county, 
renn.sylvanin. In 1843 nnd was adopt- 
ed by the McCIlntocks. farmers on 
who.se land oil was found. On the 
death of .Mrs. McCllntock In ISG.’!, he 
Inherited their farm lands nnd about 
$24,000 In ca.sh. He went on a spend- 
ing spree, disposing of the oil rights 
for over a million, though the cash 
payment was only .$.30f000. Beginning 
with nearby towns such as OH City, 
he went on to IMttsburgh nnd then to 
Philadelphia. He bought fast horses, 
expensive jewelry and clothes nnd lav- 
ished them on his frlend.s, contracted 
a hotel bill for .$19,000. bought a half 
Interest In a minstrel show, etc. He 
was swindled out of much of his 
wealth, though the amounts were 
greatly exaggerated nnd he claimed 
Inter that his total spendings did not 
exceed $2rt0.00f». In 1.807 he was prac- 
tically without funds, and had to seek 
a job on the railroad. He died on 
January 1, 1021, at Fort Cook, Neb. 
Ills autobiography (no longer listed as 
In print) Is said to have been written 
largely by Samuel U. Gray, afterward 
stenographer In the house of repre- 
sentatives. — Detroit New.s. 


Nova Scotians at Bluenoses 
One might readily, and with some 
degree of logic, conclude that the typ- 
ical Nova Scotian, because of the ex- 
treme northern latitude of his native 
land, earned the nickname “Bluenose” 
through being pre.sented with a blue 
nose by Jack P'rost, writes O. R. Tur- 
ner In the Kansas City Times. Such, 
however. Is not the source from which 
the word was derived. Bluenose be- 
came associated with Nova Scotia and 
Its Inhabitants ns the result of a com- 
mon variety of potato that In earlier 
times was exported In large quantities 
from that province to New England. 
The potatoes themselves were popu- 
larly known as bluenoses, because one 
end was bluish in color, a fact that 
caused their name to become as.so- 
ciated in the minds of New Englanders 
with the Nova Scotians who raised 
them. ^ 


Characteristics of Birds 
Birds are like people, says a writer 
In the Kan.sas City Star. They have 
characteristics of their own. Each 
tree-nesting bird has Its favorite tree. 
The waxwing loves the cedar; the 
cro.sHblll, the pine; the flicker, the 
chestnut or the apple In the East, the 
cottonwood In the West ; the oriole 
loves the elm ; and the little yellow 
warbler, the gooseberry bu.sh or the 
willow. The robin comes the nearest 
to being "just folks.” Always on<‘ of the 
first birds to arrive In the spring, he 
remains all summiT, and Is one of the 
last to depart at the approach of win- 
ter. Wh**n our ancestors, the Pilgrim 
Fathers, stejiped from the Mayflower, 
the first bird tliey .saw they called the 
robin. That was probably the limit of 
the Pilgrim Falbers' bird lori*. 


Gray Rata in Europe 

The gray ruts Invaded Europe f d- 
lowing eariiii|naki.>s and famine In In- 
dia, in 1727. Tliey moved acro.ss Eu- 
rope in hordes, and researches have 
led to the belief that tbrir inlgratluns 
were highly orgaulzed and oven di- 
rected liy leaders. They swam rivers 
and entered all the big cities and 
places where food w i.s uvullable. They 
wugetl war against and systematicul- 
ly drove out the native black rut.s, 
who had taken refuge lu tUw vUluge.-) 
and in the tlelUa. 


Oil Burner .Sett Record 
The quickest run from New York 
to San P'rnnelsco via the Straits of 
Magellan was made by the Santa Cat- 
alina, an oil burner, in 1914, In 45 
dnys 21 hour.s. The best sailing ship 
time was 89 day.s.

Despite all this, 
and notwithstanding that we believe 
in the fostering of art and music, we 
can’t see the justice of limiting the 
ERA relief payments to men who 
really perform laborious ta.sks on ERA 
projects to $12 per week, when these 
men have dependents to support, and 
paying vocalists and alleged vocal 
ists in the ERA choruses $24 weekly 
for warbling. Xeither can we see the 
justice of limiting to $12 weekly the 
supposed "ordinary" ERA worker.s, 
when many individuals, theoretically 
possessing more brains, technical or 
some special sort of ability are re- 
ceiving several times $12 each w'eek 
from ERA funds. These preferred re- 
cipients of ERA relief payments are 
supposed to be given the large allot- 
ments for “what they know.” The 
impression is quite prevalent they are 
especially favored because of "Who 
they know.”
